is baving a most serious effect on their West- 
ern connections. Business is steadily falling 
off, and last week’s shipments of flour, grain, 
and provisions, which articles cémprise over 
80 per cent of all east-bound through ship- 
ments, were lighter than they have been for 
any one week during the last three years. The 
total shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
by the various pool lines runumg cast from 
this city during the last week amounted to 
only 22,842 tons, against 27,952 tons, a decrease 
of 5,110 tons. This is a very serious de- 


resse, considering that for the week previous 
sbipments were already considered about as 
* light as they could possibly get, and a hand- 
dome increase was expected, especially as 
much of the business from the Missouri River 
pointe which would otherwise go via St. 
Louis is forced to this city on account of the 
strike at East St. Louis. For the correspond- 
ing week last year, when business was cous id- 
ered very dul: and there was free competition 
via all points, the total east-bound shipments 
zrom Chicago amounted to 75,109 tons. This 
shows a decrease of 52,267 tons, — 
Over twice as much as the total shipments for 
the last week amounted to. Where the big 
doom comes in which the railroad managers 
claim to have taken place since last year, and 
‘which caused railroad stocks to advance to al- 
most double the value otywhat they were then, 
is one of those things that nobody outside of 
the vircie of Eastern railroad magnates and 
Wall street speculators can find out. The facts 
ure that there has not only been no improve 
mont in business since last year, but affairs 
have become considerably worse. The trunk- 
Ine maguates, who control most of their West- 
ra connections, are well aware of these facts, 
and therefore are using their Western connec- 
tions to contribute to their own welfare. If 
they had the interests of their connectons at 
they wouldzhave acceded before now to 
uction in rates in order to stimulate the 
But it is their desire to force all the 
business they can by the lakes, as they 
will get the great bulk of the busi- 
mess at Buffalo and other Eastern lake 
, Ports, and by keeping up high rates 
From Western points their proportion of the 
rate on the business they get from the lake 
lines will be correspondingly high. The new 
@entrai Traffic Association agreement is so 
adroitly arranged that it makes tho 
roads the abject slaves of the trunk-lino mag- 
mates, and they are powerless to resist the sys- 
tematic robbing practiced upon them. Any 
of the Western roads that will dare to dispute 
the authority of the trunk lines or refuse to 
by their dictation is to be ** boycotted’’ 
in the most approved style, as will be seen by 
the following extract from one of the provis-

Mo., April 3.—[Special. |—Secre- 
tary Fred Turner and Committeeman Bailey of 
tne General Executive Committee of the 
Knights of Labor arrived in the city this morn- 
ing. After breakfast they held a long confer- 
ence with Martin Irons and the joint commit- 
tee of the. three district assemblies. At 10 
o'clock Messrs. Hailey and Turner called at the 
Office of Vice-President Hoxie, but that gen- 
tleman was not in. They left, stating 
that they would be back in a sbort 
ume. At 2:30 they called again, but Mr. 
Hoxie was still absent. The gentiemen telt 
that they were being snubbed, but concealed 
their feelings. This evening they had a short 
conference with Mr. Hoxie and were ‘told that 
the Missouri Pacific Company would take back 
only 50 per cent of the men who struck. 
Another conference was fixed for Monday. 
All the men who are now out must consider 
themselves discharged and to be employed 
again must make application for work. 

Our understanding,” said Mr. Baily, * is 
that the men should return to work and that 
there would be no discrimination. We stated 
at the time that we were suspicious of. the 
road’s good intentions in that direction and ex- 
pressed the fear that the men would be dis- 
Criminated against.

The freight blockade on the East Side was 
broken ay. Switching in all the various 
yards was allowed to progress without inter- 
ruption. A number of trains were sent out, 
and it willonly be a question of a few days 
when traffic will be probably fully restored. 
The Chicago & Alton, the Ohio & Missisaippi, 
the Vandalia, the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
the, Indianapolis & St. Louis—ali had switch en- 
gines at work this morning.. The coa! brought 
down from Venice to the river front yesterday 
afternoon by the Vandalia was hauled across 
the bridge or taken across the river on ferries 
today, and no attempt to molest the teamsters 
was made by the strikers. About 11 o'clock a 
coal train of twenty cars was taken across the 
bridge, and, although the strixers applied a 
great many uncomplimentary names to the 
engineer and fireman, they did not make the 
slightest attempt to stop the train. Mr. 
Crandall, Superintendent of the Abbey Mines, 
Stated just after the train had crossed the 
bridge that he would send several more coal 
trains across before night. The Vandalia sent 
out two trains of about twenty-five empty 
cars each this morning without in- 
terference. A number of the  otn- 
er roads also sent out  freight-trains 
and several arrived. Inthe yards everything 
was progressing as if there was no strike, and 
it became almost impossible in the afternoon 
to keep a record of the trains sent out. The 
heavy fall of snow today made it very difficult 
work to get trains out, as it was almost impos- 
sible for the engines to get a grip on the 
track, an immense amount of sand having to 
be used, and even then the trains could move 
but slowly. They moved, though, and that 
was all that was desired. When the strikers 
witnessed the partial resumption of traffic they 
seemed to be greatly disheartened, but none 
of them bad much to say. 

The transfer teamsters in East St. Lous 
again refused to go to work this morning, but 
late in the afternoon a dozen St. Louis men 
signified their intenuuon to resume and did 80 
without molestation. 

Scott Anderson was arrested by Deputy- 
Sheriff Dawson this afternoon on a warrant. 
There were seven indictments found against 
Anderson by the grand jury, in which he is 
charged with removing coupling-pins and in- 
terfering with trains. Each indictment is for 
a single offense. Anderson has been one of

Advices received tonigat say that trains un- 
der guard are being moved regularly at Kan- 
sas City, Mo., Atchison, Kas., Sedalia, Mo., and 
Parsons, Kas. At Parsons the presence of the 
military prevented any demonstrations by the 
strikers. At Sedalia the only incident was the 
derailing of an engine.

I— Train- 
men who reached this city today report that 
the strikers in East St. Louis required them to 
sign a written agreement not to return there 
till the strike is ended. This -will cause the 
company to send outa new crew with each 
train until the complement is exhausted. 


Who H. M. Hoxie Is. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., April 3.—[Special. ]|}—During 
the strike on the Gould system no name bas 
been brougbt more prominently before the 
public than that of H. M. Hoxie, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Wabash system. He has had an in- 
teresting career. He wasa poor boy in Polk 
County, Iowa, at the time when immigration 
was pouring into that State. He became the 
bostier of a country hotel, and thus became 
acquainted with many prominent men who 
stopped at the establishment on thelr Western 
way. At the time of the outbreak of the War 
he had grown to manhood, and had entered 
local politics. Somewhere in 1864-65 ne be- 
came Chairman of the Iowa State Central Com- 
mittee, and managed his State so successfully, 
rolling up majorities approximating 50,000, that 
he was made a United States Marshal as a re- 
ward. Just after the reconstruction he re- 
moved to Palestine, Tex., and there became 
connected with the management of the Inter- 
national Railroad. He soon showed he 
had in him the qualities of a great railroad 
manager. When Mr. Gould bought up a large 
number of the railroads of the Southwest, and 
had consolidated them under the general name 
of the Wabash system, Mr. Hoxie was cbosen 
First Vice-President, and made his headquar- 
ters at St. Louis. He is a shrewd, quick-witted 
man, of few words, but prompt in decision and 
in action. His varied work has brought bim 
into contact with all kinds of people, and his 
thorough knowledge of human nature enables 
him to deal intelligently with the questions 
that arise in the management of nis railroad 


affairs.

The Checkered Fortunes of a German Emi- 
grant Boy—Always a Keen Eye on 
Profitable Offices and the Main Chance 

-—Street Superintendent, Chief of Police, 
County Treasurer, and Officer of the 
North Side Street Railway—His Final 
Retirement from Business with $2,000,- 

Mid the blue Alsatian Mountains. 
Fanned by breezes cool and sweet, 

Where the softly rippling fountains 
Plash ever on unwashed feet— 

Where Life in a glow ot glory 
Glides by like a golden dream— 


(And here commences the story) | 
There was born one Jacob Rehm. 


The precise day and year of this interesting 
event have never been, so far as 1s known, 
definitly located, though it is popularly eup- 
posed to have taken place nearly sixty years 
ago. The place was Gerstheim, a place that is 
not known to have distinguished itself in any 
more unmistakable and commendable way 
than in the production of a prominent citizen 
of Chicago. That Mr. Jacob Rehm is promi- 
nent, or at one time was prominent, no one 
who bas lived in Chicago for the last dozen 
years will be likely to deny. 

For reasons, as to the fitness of which they 
were doubtless the best judges, Jacob's rela- 
tives quit their sylvan Aisatian retreat and 
sailed tor America when he was only 3 years 
old, drifting Chicagowards perbaps eight years 
later. At that time Cook County was thickly 
settled with French and Germans, and the 
Rehm family located on a little farm in Wheel- 
ing, a village about fifteen miles out of town, 
and through which the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railway now runs. Very little, indeed, is 
forthcoming concerning Jacob's early boyhood. 
There are vague rumors as to his having been 
constituted a tribunal by his échoolfellows to 


appoint the léaders in their innocent games, 


superintend their fignts, and personally reward 
the faituful and viotorious—rumors o which 
the stirring events of his after life 
would naturally afford some complexion. 


When Jacob attained the age of 15, however, 
his parents grew tired of farm life, or wealthy 
enough to let it go, as far as they were con- 
cerned, to the *‘demnition bow-wows,”’ and 
moved into Chicago. Here, for the next two 
or three years, Jacob attracted even less popu- 
lar attention than bad been accorded bim as a 
school-boy, and the occupations be at firat pur- 
sued in quest of a littie wealth on bis own ac- 
count were as legitimate and modestly re- 
munerative as his subsequent ones have been 
lavish in pecuniary turn. His wealth is today 
variously figured, but since de stepped out of 
bis street-railway interest the most modest 
estimate put upon it is $2,000,000 all told. The 
laying of this comfortable nest-erg represents 
over thirty years of sturdy executive effort ina 
number of directions more or less intricate. 

At the age of perhaps 10 or 17 Jacob em- 
barked in the wood business, driving his team 
of mules daily in the direction of a region 
known as ** Dutchman's Point.“ a region some 
fifteen miles up the North Branch of the Chi- 
cago River. and returning at nigbt with his 
load. The long rides afforded too much time 
for reflection and pretty soon the young man 
commenced a possibly much more congenial 
occu pation—that of a butcher-boy. Just then 
the region known as New Buffaio,”’ a sparse- 
ly-settied district bounded by Chicago avenue, 
Division street, Dearborn avenue, and the laxe, 
was regarded as perhaps the toughest region 
in the city. The district gained its misty 
reputation from the antics of a gang of un- 
tutored, overgrown hbobbledehoys, of which 
Jacob, by virtue of his strong will-power, 
sided possibly by his powerful pbysique, 
gradually grew to be recognized as the 
leader. This crowd of worthies somehow or 
other became interested in politics, Jacob lead- 
ing in this pursuit as in everything else. It 
was a proud day for him, doubtless, when, not 
long after attaining his majority, be secured a 
position as constable, a position which onabled 
him, by judiciously distributed favors, to lay 
the foundation for that popularity amongst a 
certain foliowing that bas been his from that 
day tothis. Whether a change from the posi- 
tion of constable to that of policeman is to be 
considered a rise in the social or political scale 
is a matter that will admit of some discussion, 
but Mr, Rehm 
and it required

the coveted star. This was in 1851. As those 
who know Mr. Rehm at all will readily believe, 
this was not a position calculated to satisfy 
bim for any length of time. After serving as 
policeman for some time the old machinery of 
influence was again eet in motion, and he pro- 
cured a nominauen as Street Commissioner, 
an office to which he was elected without much 
difficulty. This office afforded excellent op- 
portunities for paying up the old pledges, and 
whiie be heid it Mr. Rehm succeeded in laying 
tne éornerstone of his present comfortable 
pile of this world’s goods, rendering a return 
to the simple pursuits of wood-cutting and 
meat-carving something less than an impossi- 
bility. The office extended his acquaintance 
with officiais and other useful political step- 
pingstones all over the city, which, in 1857 or 
thereabouts, led to his appointment to 
the City Marshaiship. Previous to this 
he had served a short term as foreman 
of the Board of Public Works. In the 
position of City Marsbal he gained something 
very like a National reputation through his 
astuteness in working up the famous Jumpertz 
case, a t that for a time attracted at- 
tention from every quarter of the country 
reached by the newspapers. While bis notori- 
ety in this connection was at its floodtide he 
was nominated for County Treasurer, an office 
which, like his former ones, he secured with 
an apparent absence of individual effort that 
in these days of hotly-contested batties for 
anything in the remotest degree resembling a 
public trust appears not a littie remarkable. 

At the expiration of bis term as City Marshal 
he temporarily quit politics—outwardiy at 
least—and went to work at Lill’s brewery. 
Here be remained until 1861, when the Police 
Board was organized under the Metropolitan 
law. Under it John Wentworth, T. B. Brown, 
and A. C. Coventry were elected Commission- 
ers. C. P. Bradley was made Superintendent, 
and he appointed Rebm as his deputy. 
After eighteen months of this work, 
Jacob, according to bis own §state- 
ment, resigned, and went back to the 
brewery, but didn’t stay long there, being ap- 


pointed Superintendent of Police, serving in . 


that capacity for the next six months. In 1863, 
however, Jacob secured his thus far most im- 
portant nomination, that of County Treasurer, 
to which office be was duly elected, serving out 
bis term of two years. This done, as might be 
expected after a perusal of the foregoing, his 
position at the brewery was still open to him, 
and back to it he went, till, late in 1865, he went 
into the brewery industry for himself on the 
West Side. 

The mania for office of some sort was too 
deeply grafted in him to be easily shaken off, 
and in 1866 the Police Commissioners appoiat- 
ed him Superintendent, in which capacity: he 
served until the summer or fall of 1868, when 
he resigned. From this time unti! 1873 he 
held no office under the city or any other ad- 
ministration, but in that year was appointed 
to his old position of Superintendent 
of Police by Mayor Colvin, It bas been 
stated that Mr. Rehm been lay- 
ing the wires ter his appointment 
as Coliector of Internal Revenue, and that his 
resignation of the Superintendency of Police 
in 1868 was due to bis expectation that the 
coveted office would tall to bis lot. In this 
direction, however, he scored bis first known 
failure, the office being given to aman who 
had labored by his side in politics for 

ears. During all this time, however, the 

rewery established by Rehm over 
Clybourn avenue way near the bridge in 1569 
was still running. 

The investigation of the whisky frauds was 
begun in the summer of 1875, Dec. 31 of that 
year Mr. Rehm and Hesing were arrested 
tor complicity therein. Mr. Rehm, however, 
made bis peace with tse Government by fur- 
nishing valuable information which resulted 
in showins just when the conspiracy began 
and how and by whom it was carried out, and 
in return theretor was given & pardon. 

The political influence he acquired during 
the early stages of his career—forno one de- 
nies that he did possess ififluence of a certain 
sort, and a vast amountof it at that—is at- 
tributed to the delicacy of his finesse as a 
puller of the strings rather than any popu- 
larity he ever enjoyed. His name is 
never recorded as having raised any 
enthusiasm in a political gathering; 
though when it was mentioned men 
might lay their heads together and agree that 
it was the right one. No Chicagoan bas prov 
himself the of a keener insight into 
the purchasabie yualities of a ward manipu- 
lator. After all the whisky-tmg excitement 
bad died away Mr. Rehm found bimseir, ac- 
cording to his own testimony, in the possession 
of $200,000 to $800,000 of this world’s goods in 
real estate mgr 22 . nd te gr 
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from Devil's Lake.

New York, April 3.—[Speciai.]|—One of the 
shows tolerated by gentle fashion, even coun- 
tenanced by a fair proportion of the city cier- 
gy, makes one grin when he turns bis eyes 
from a company of scantily-ciad ballet dancers 
on the stage to clerically-costumed men in the 
auditorium. But it bas been possible in the 
Academy of Music this week, right in the peni- 
tential season of Lent, too. “The Black 
Crook is being performed in the place of its 
first production; and I don’t suppose thore is a 
pastor in all New York who would think 
of going to see it. It ig an al- 
together different case with Sylvia“ 
at the Academy, however, for that 
ig a spectacular ballet by the dancers of the 
American opera company, with a connected 
story told pantomimically, and lovely music 
by Délibés. It is higb art. There is no offense 
to propriety in it. So argue the advocates of 
the opera ballet. The plain truth is that the 
distinctions are imaginary. Baliets as full of 
artistic meaning are introduced in every re- 
vival of * The Black Crook or new spectacies 
Ike Excelsior and The Seven Ravens.“ 
The gyrations, the garb, the expressed ideas 
allareona par with this “Sylvia” at which 
clergymen and pious lay sisters level their 
glasses placidily. Moreover, there is a Cupid 
in „Sylvia“ who comes as close to nakedness 
in semblance as the little love-god himself. 
There is a true anecdote concerning this char- 
acter. The American opera enterprise is now 
a joint-stock affair, into which a number of 
wealthy and liberal persons have put money 
for encouragement rather than with 
any expectation of ever getting it 
back. When the production of Sylvia was 
proposed the question of a ballet in entirety 
was discussed. One of the directors happened 
to see in the list of characters that of Cupia. 
He inquired if that was usually played by a 
girl. Yes. Then be should withhold his ap- 
proval. That would be sensuous. A plump 
littie boy ought to be employed. Bibeyran, 
the ballet- master, said the absurd idea was not 
feasible, because no young chap with sufficient 
grace and skill could be found, The sensitive 
director insisted, and to him was given the job 
of seeking a masculine Cupid. Day after day 
he reported no progress, and at length, within 
a few hours of the last rehearsal, be had to 
confess that his earnest quest bad been in 
vain.

& postponement,”’ he said, for he was inclined 
to repent him of his interference.

THE SANTA FE AND CHICAGO, 


Alieged Intention of Another Railway Com- 
pany to Extend Its Line to the Garden 
City. 

Keokuk, Ia., April 3.—[Special.]|—During 
the last two years surveys have been made at 
various points between Kansas City and Keo- 
kuk by engineers reported to be employed by 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad, 
The talk has been that that corporation was 
anxious to extend ſis lines by building an air 
line from Kansas City to Chicago, and that 
Keokuk would be made the terminal point of 
an east and west division. This week a 
party of engeged and o 
cupied a suite three won on Fifth 
street. They are thought to de in the 
employ of the Atchison Road. They state 
that preliminary surveys are to be made in the 
direction of Kansas City, and that this is done 
by direction of private individuals. They ex- 
pect to remain in Keokuk for several months, 
but are non-committal as to the character of 
their mission other than statedabove. Rumor 
bas it that the Atchison people have secured 
the right of way across the State of Missouri 
and part of Illinois. In Missouri, so the re- 
port goes, the line follows fora long distance 
that ot a road partialiy graded and abandoned 
years ago. This grade is ‘said to be in very 
fair condition. Information from a variety of 
sources indicates that the Atchison officiais 
have contemplated a Chicago extension for 
years, but first desired to finish the California 
line before taking it up. 

MANKATO, Minn., April 3.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Road has de- 
cided to build from Mankato to St. Cloud this 
coming season. This road has been projected 
for several years, and will be an important 
road to this part of the State. It passes through 
St. Peter and Glencoe and thence directly to 
St. Cloud.

New York, April 3.—([Special.|—As to the 
suspicion that Jay Gould handled the great 
strike inawayto turn it to speculative ac- 
count, his son George said to your correspond- 
ent: »The actual truth is that father has lost 
more than millions by this trouble. Not in 
money, or the depreciation of stock values. 
That's not what I mean. He's lost three 
pounds of flesh. You needn't smile—it’s so; 
and that is of more consequence than the 
same number of millions to him, because it rep- 
resents about the wnole gain in health through 
bis long yachting cruise. Let me give you the 
whole story. The list of January father re- 
tired from Wali street. Few believed it, but it 
was so. His health was impaired by many 
years of hard work. It was in 1863 that he 
came into the street, and for thé twenty-three 
years he had been under constant strain.

Simpson's congregation grew too 
big for the ball, and he took possession of the 
church which the late Salmi Morse had altered 
into a theatre for his attempt. to produce 
the “Passion Play.“ There he exhorted 
and anointed before crowds, and his 
fame has become great among believers 
in bis power to work wmiracies. He has paid 
$2,000 cash down on the Madison avenue prop 
erty, deciariung that the money came to him 
from some stranger in answer to prayer: and 
he expects to make the rest of the payments, 
aggregating $126,000, through the same provi- 
dential agency.

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DE. BARROWS INDIGNANT AT WHAT 
JONES SAID 


A Rather Tart Open Letter to the Georgia 
Evangelist from the Pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church — Brother Jones 
Reads the Letter and Explains—The Talk 
to the Children—Sam Small at the Pacific 
Mission. 

Mr. Jones will preach at 10:30 o'clock this 
morning at the First Congregational Church, 
corner of Ann and Washington streets, at the 
Casiro Rink at 3 o’clook in the afternoon, and 
will-conduct the evening service at the rink. 
Tur TRIBUNE will publish verbatim reports of 
Mr. Jones’ farewell discourses. 

The following open letter to Sam Jones was 
prepared by Dr. Barrows of the First Presby- 


terian Church: : 

The Rev. Samuel P. Jones—MY DEAR BROTHER: I 
greatly enjoyed, as did my friend; Dr. McPherson. 
the good-natured hits at some of us ministers 
which you gave last night at the rink, but when 
you selected the First and Second Presbyterian 
Churches as objects of your sarcasm my biood 
boiled with indignation. I have stood by you and 
defended you when you attacked worldiiness and 
belabored the goats in the churches, but here was 
something different. You plainly said, or ‘your 
words were mere chaff, that these two honored 
churches, which contain in them many of the 
noblest men and women in America, were con- 
ducted on selfish principles. They pay their 
preachers well, but they do not care for the out- 
side poor. You compared them to an engine that 
will pull nothing but itself. You commended to 
them a religion that gives. You advised them to 
get hitched on to orphans’ homes, and so forth. 
You ridiculed their getting along with one Sunday 
service. Now, my dear brother, only ignorance on 
your part saved your talk from being slander, and 
even ignorance could not saye it from being dis- 
courtesy. 

I know these churches far better than you do, 
and I know that there is scarcely one church west 
of the Hudson River which has a history 80 
marked by benevolent service to the outside world 
as these two organizations. It is not selfishness 
on the part of the Second Church to request its 
pastor to forego the second service until his 
strength is fully restored. It is not selfishness in 
the First Church to permit ite pastor to preach 
Sunday evenings in Central Music-Hall, where he 
reaches so many nun-churehgoers, and to expend 
on that service nearly $4,000 a year. It can be said 
of every church, and particularly of wealthy 
churches, that the membership ought to give more 
largely, but the last thing that can be truly said of 
these churches is thatthey care only for them- 
selves. Giving is one of the virtues in which they 
are proficient. The people in this city and various 
parts of the land and the world who are taught the 
way of life by the gifts of these churchs would fill 
Casino Rink several times over. But for the strong 


financial backing of these churches you would not 


have been called to Chicago to tell us of our sins. 
Last year these two churches reported, through the 
General Assembly, $110,848 as given to religious 
purposes, and not one-half of the gifts of the mem- 
bership in these congregations ever get into the 
denominational records. You advise them to 
couple on to a few orphans’ homes, etc. They not 
only did that years age, but if it had not been for 
these and other churches of Christ in this city 
there would have been no homes, etc.,’’ to couple 
on! 

The Treasurers’ reports will show that the mem- 
bers of these two congregations are pretty strong- 
ly hitched on to the Chicago Relief and Aid So- 
ciety, the Charity Organization Society, the Citi- 
zens’ League, the Free Kindergarten Association, 
St. Luke’s Hospital, the Presbyterian Hospital, the 
Woman's Hospital, the Newsboys’ Home, the 
Home for the Friendiess, the Protestant Orphan 
Asylum, the Old People’s Home, the Refuge for 
Erring Women, the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation, the Women’s Christian Association, the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union, and nearly 
every other benevolent and Christian organisation 
in the city. 

You promised to make an apology to any good 
man whom you had unjustly criticised. You have 
shown since coming to us that you had the true 
Christian spirit by your willingness to receive 
candid and even severe criticism. This has great- 
ly endeared you to those of us who have been 
closest to you in this memorable campaign for 
righteousness. Do not the facts, which you ought 
to have known before speaking, require you to 
apologise to the churches for your remark of last 
evening? You sometimes give us illustrations of 
the truth of Scripture—“the tongue can no man 
tame’’—but you have also shown that you can cor- 
rect a mistake. 

Wishing you the biessing of God in the well-

Sam Jones was in the best of good humors 
when seen last night by a TRIBUNE reporter 
and asked what he thought of Dr. Barrows’ 
letter. 

„ Why,” he said, “Dr. Barrows simply mis- 
apprehended my meaning. In making the re- 
marks i did I selected the First Presbyterian 
Church because of its magnificent regord in 
the matters I spoke of, and because I Knew it 
to be a ‘ove reproach. I didn’t think any one 
could take exception to my selection of the 
First Church to illustrate my ideas, as every- 
body knows it is one of the grandest institu- 
tions of ite kind in the city.“ 

Brother Joncs commenced reading the letter 
at this point, and presently ro- 
marked in a jocular way, Well, that 
letter gave Barrows a good op- 
portunity to tell the public about the good 
works his church is engaged in, didn’t it? 
Why.“ he continued, “Barrows has given me 
to understand that be is one of my best and 
dearest friends, and Ithougbt if there was a 
man in the city with whom I could take a lib- 
erty of that kind and who would understand it 
perfectly, that Dr. Barrows was the man.“ He 
again resumed the perusal of the letter, and 
laughed heartily over that portion referring to 
the way de bad delabored the goats in the 
ehurches.” ** Now. there,“ he said, ** I believe 
Brother Barrows is in a good humor right 
now, the same as he was last night after the 
sermon.“ He then read the letter through, 
and was much amused at several paragraphs, 
stating as he went along that it was all a mis- 
apprehension on Brother Barrows’ part. I 
love Brother Barrows,”’ he continued. and 
I don't believe he means anything but love 
to me in this letter. [know I meant nothing 
bad to bim or bis church. I was told when I 
first came here that the First and Second Pres- 
byterian Churches were the two most liberal 
and most extensively engaged in charitable 
works in the city, and 1 thought I could best 
use those two with the least chance of deing 
misunderstood, and I will state this in my 
sermon tomorrow night. Now, you talk about 
apology—why I might as well apologize to that 
railroad for even supposing that it would owa 


‘an engine that couldn’t draw anything but its 


own weight. Now, I didn't feel or think any- 
thing against those two churches, and I only 
made reference to them in the best of good 
nature.“ 

Dr. Barrows’ open letter to Brother Jones 
was based on the following words spoken in 
the Casino Friday night: 

The churches are doing a great work here, I 


don't know preachers that get as much pay any- 


where as the Presbyterians and Congregationalists 
ofthis city pay their preachers. I beileve they 
pay as much—for the kind of preaching they get— 
as any people in the country. [Great laughter. 
And they pay well. But take the First and Second 
Presbyterian Churches, or the First Baptist, or 
Trinity Methodist, and suppose they do pay their 
pastors, and pay them well, and pay all their bills 
besides; but an engine that won't pull anything but 
itseif is it for nothing in the world but the scrap- 
pile, and the church that don’t do anything but 
run itself is ut for nothing but the Devil's scrap- 
pile—and it will be in there some of these days. 
There are orphans’ homes and plenty of poor and 
destitute people in this city, and if God could take 
the First or Second Presbyterian Church and run 
her back a few teet into humility, and couple her 
on to a. few orphans’ homes, and pull the throttle 
of her engine wide open, and start her ont on the 
road, when you biew the signal for glory God 
would say, Throw the gates wide open,“ and let 
der run in easy. “Inasmuch as ye did it unto the 
least of these ye have done it unto me.“ 


To the Children. 

Mr. J. S. Smithson was agreeably disappoint- 
ed yesterday afternoon. He expected to have 
an audience of 1,500 boys and girls at Casino 
Rink, but over 5,000 faced nim when he stepped 
on the platform. Very few grown people were 
present, All the children belonged to Sunday- 
schools, every section of the city being repre- 
sented. After singing, Dr. Barrows led in 
prayer and Mr. Nichol sang Meet Me Over 
There.” Mr. Jones introduced the speaker, 
saying that, though gray-haired, be was a boy 
15 years old in his heart, and he (Jones) wanted 
to be a boy as long as he lived. Every boy and 
girl who was not going to behave was asked to 
stand up, and several did so, but bobbed 
down suddeniy when the others began 
to laugh. Mr. Smithson took asthe 
basis of his remarks, ‘*Consecrate 
self this day to the Lord.” Hig address 
was full of flustrations adapted to the com- 
prebension of bis hearers, and was listened to 
with the closest attention. At its conclusion 
Brother Jones asked all who would say “I con- 
secrate ali to God in the days of my youth” 
to stand up, and about 1,000 arose. The boys 
then began to run out, but the doors were 
closed, and in order that no one might get hurt 
the crowd was dismissed by sections.

HIS COURAGE KILLED HII. 


Capt. Harrison, a Wealthy Texan, Shot 
Dead While Trying to Capture a Des- 
perado. , 

BEAUMONT, Tex., April 3.—[Special.]—Intel- 
ligence was receiyed here at alate hour last 
night of the killing of Capt. Brown Harrison, a 
wealthy and prominent citizen of Cooke Coun- 
ty, by Hayes Butler, a negro desperado, The 


tragedy occurred near the Village of Big 


Springs in Polk County. The negro Butler 
was guilty of numerous crimes and outrages 
in the vicinity, but had eluded arrest. The 
local officers, knowing gis desperate character, 
seemed to be chary about attempting his ar- 
rest, knowing fuil well it would be a 
battle to the death for either one 
or the other and perhaps both. Burt 
ler, however, became 80 bold and 
defiant in the perpetration of his crimes that 
there was a general outory for his extermina- 
tion. Capt. Harrison, who was a man of in- 
domitable courage, was visiting in the vicinity 
of Butier’s lair, and, becoming cognizant of 
his criminalities, volunteered to lead a posse 
to bunt him down and bring him to summary 
justice. Wednesday uight the posse, under 
the leadership of Capt. Harrison, ran Butler 
to cover in his cabin, and, surrounding it, Capt. 
Harrison boldly advanced to the door, threw 
it open, and demanded his surrender. 
Butler answered with a shot that penetrated 
Capt. Harrison's heart and he fell dead 
across the threshold, where he lay all night, 
not one of the posse having the courage to ap- 
proach and bear it away attempt to avenge 
their brave leader's death. The posse cvun- 
tinued their guard over the cabin until morn- 
ing, wheu they charged it, only to find that 
Butler bad eluded their vigilance during the 
night and escaped. They then carefully con- 
veyed the remains of Cept. Harrison to the 
Village of Big Springs, where they were pre- 
pared for interment. In the meantime the 
news of the murder had spread through the 
county like wildfire, and several posses aided 
with hounds are now scouring the country in 
search of the murderer, who, should he be 
captured, will grace the limb of a tree,

Central Union Telephone Company, to come 
to some conclusion respecting the further use 
of the streets of the city by the telephone com- 
pany, the committee wanted the company 
to agree to serve all patrons who desired 
it so to do until June 30, at which date all con- 
tracts with subscribers expire, not cutting off 
the 474 whose contracts expired the 3lst ult. 
This the company declined to do, and, after dis- 
cussing the mutter briefly, the City Attorney 
was instructed to draft an ordinance repealing 
the one under which the company now op- 
erates, to be introduced at the next meeting 
of the Council. It was stated at this meeting 
that the proposed arfangement by which a 
club of the patrons was to lease the exchange 
and operate it had not been consummated, and 
itis not probable that it will be. The indica- 
tions now are that the Beil Telephone will have 
togofrom Indianapolis, and that in short or- 
der. exchanges in all parts of the State 
are closing out and there is much dissatisfac- 
tion caused by the retirement. Six hundred of 
the 1,000 poles in this city are strung with tho 
city’s fire-alarm wires, and, in case the com- 
pany’s charter is repealed, it will be necessary 
for the city to erecta new system of fire 
alarm throughout. Besides the use of its 
poles the company gives the city the free use 
of twenty-four telephones.

The clubs of Chicago are among the recog- 
nized necessary institutions, and information 
concerning them is always of interest to the 
general outside public.

NO SALOONS IN NOVA SCOTIA. 


A Stringent Liquor Act Read a Second Time 
in the House of Assembly. 

HAuIFAax, N. S., April 3.—[Special.|—A very 
stringent liquor act was read a second time in 
the House of Assembly this evening without a 
division and will become law. The measure 
forbids the issuing of any but hotel, shop, 
and wholesale licenses, and the fees for 
these are $200, $300, and $500 respective- 
ly. Hotels will not be permitted to have 
a bar, and liquor is te de sold 
only to bona-fide guests and lodgers at ta- 
ble andin quantity not exceeding one quart. 
Liquor sold in sbops is not to be 
Crank on the premises, and is 


to de sold in quantities not less than one pint 
or more than two galions. A wholesale license 
authorizes the sale in quantities exceeding two 
gallons and not less than one dozen quart 
bottles. The act places the authority to issue 
licenses with the Council of each district, and 
one or more inspectors are to be appointed by 
each Council to direct a proper ovservance of 
the law. Heavy penalties are provided not 
only for violation of the act, but upon any- 
body who knowingly permits the illegal selling 
of liquor. In default of payment of fines im- 
prisonment is to be imposed, and the bolder of 
a license who commits a third offense forfeits 
his licenag for three years.

Plans to Protect the Lake-Shore Drive. 

The Lincoln Park Commissioners met yester- 
day. Fifty $1,000 bonds were called, the inter- 
ost upon which ceased the Ist of April, and 
the principal of which is payable a year from 
now. A desultory talk was had regarding the 
protection of the Lake-Shore drive from the 
ravages of the water of the lake, and it was 
decided that work should be commenced on 
the breakwater, to extend from North avenue 
northward, as soon as the weather would per- 
mit.

THE SPRING FRESHETS. 


Citizens’ Committees Relieving Distress in 
Alabama—The Trouble in the Lower Ohio 
and Mississippi Yet to Come. 

Se_MA, Ala., April 3.—The river at this point 
has ceased to rise after going two feet higher 
than at any time ot which there is any record. 
The destruction of property is great along the 
river and many lives have been lost. The en- 
tire eastern portion of this city is under 
water, including two compresses. The East 
Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia Railroad 
depot and shops, the gas works, 

Iron-Works foundry, and about 
300 dwellmg- houses. Citizens“ relief commit- 
tees have been organized and hate been dis- 
patcbed with provisions in all directions. The 
steamer Carrier, in the employ of the citizens, 
bas brought in about 300 people, mainly ne- 
groes, picked up from housetops and trees in 
the overflowed districts. A fire broke out in 
the gas-works today and consumed two of the 


outhouses, causing a damage of $1,500. It will 
be two weeks before the city Will again have 


gas. 

MONTREAL, cQue., April 3.—Advices from 
Huntingdon say the floods there have spread 
over Chatawquay street, Cellars were flooded 
and sidewalks carried away. Communication 
except by rail is cut off, all roads leading into 
the village being covered at Bryson. The total 
loss will be $20,000. Except railway bridges 
nearly every bridge along the Chatawquay 
River is damaged or entirely destroyed. The 
worst scems to be over, as the water is subsid- 


ing. 

The Connecticut River, owing to the ice- 
gorge of Thursday, overflowed its banks at 
North Stratford, N. H,, flooding the Grand 
Trunk Railway track and causing the stoppage 
of trafic. 

OrFrice OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER, 
WasHinctron, D. C., April 4—l1 a. m.—The 
Mississippi River north of Cairo and the Ohio 
River porth of Cincinnati will fall. The rivers 
ot the Southern States will fall decidediy. The 
Cumberland and Tennessee Rivers are still 
rising, as is also the Ohio River between Cin- 
cinnati ana Cairo. Those having interests on 
these rivers, as also on the Mississippi River 
from Cairo to New Orleans, are warned of the 
approach of severe freshets. 

ConcorD, N. H., April 3.—The dam of the 
Stoddard pond, seven miles long, gave way 
yesterday afternoon. It is feared that the 
factories at Hillsboro bridge and other places 
on the river will be carried off. At 4 o’ciock 
the water had reached Antrim, carrying a 
mass of ice fifty feet in hight. The Merrimac 
has risen six feet in twenty-four hours and the 
mills are in great danger. The Contoocook 
and Warner Rivers have overflowed, flooding 
mill cellars, etc. 

LovIsvIuLe, Ky., April 3.—The river has 
reached an alarmingstage. At midnight water 
was running into cellars on the levee, and peo- 
ple living in that section were moving into up- 
per stories or out altogether. Serious appre- 
hensions are felt of a disastrous overflow. At 
the hour named the river was rising more rap- 
idly than at anytime during the day—2% 
inches an hour. 


LAND FRAUDS IN CALIFORNIA, 


Eight Prominent Citizens Indicted for Pro- 
curing the Fraudulent Entry of a Vast 
Tract Which They Sold to a Syndicate of 
Scotchmen—Perjury by Six Hundred Per- 
sons Secured. le. 

San FRANCISCO, Cal., April 3.—The United 
States grand jury today found indictments 
against eight prominent citizens of this State 
for subornation of perjury in the case of fraud- 
ulent entries of redwood timber land in Hum- 
boldt County, Cal. The names of three 
are Joseph Russ, David Evans, and 
Charles H. King, who collectively represent 
$5,000,000 capital. The names of the other five 
are not yet known, but they are said to be all 
wealthy men. The Land Department at Wash- 
ington-had reason to suspect irregularities in 
the entry of these lands, and sent out Special 
Agent B. F. Bergen of the Interior Department 
to investigate the matter. The result of Mr. 
Bergen’s investigation shows that the parties 
indicted „ —— a * ad 7. 

Redw mpany, 5 or 

— was mainly subscribed in Scotland. 

The indicted parties procured about 600 

American citizens to take up 160 acres of land 

each, for which each received $50. The entries 

were in all cases immediately conveyed to 

David Evans, one of the indicted parties. The 

California Redwood Company afterwards sent 

an agent to Scotland to form a syndicate and 

sell the lands. The syndicate paid the Califor- 
nia Redwood Company $20 an acre for the 
land, which, as shown, the latter bad 
fraudulently purchased from the Government 
for $2.50 an acre. Mr. Bergen bas passed three 
months in Humboldt County working up the 
case, and, notwithstandmg numerous difficul- 
ties tbrown in his way, bas secured testimony 
from over 100 persons who accepted the bribe. 

Suit will be instituted by the Government to 

set aside all these entries as well as the patents,

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ONE OF THE TRICKS OF HIS FRIENDS 
AT LAST FALL'S ELECTION. 


How Seventy-Odd Affidavits Were Filched 
from the Seventh Precinct Polling- Place 
on the Night of Nov. 3 Last—One More 
Layer on the Huge Pyramid of Reasons 
Why Next Tuesday Should See Whelan 
Permanently Ketired from the Mis- 
representation of the City’s Richest 
Ward. 


On the night of the 34 of last November the 
judges of the Seventh Precinct of the First 
Ward closed the poll and were about to count 
the vote. Seventy-odd people had voted on 
affidavits. Probably not more than three or 
four of them were entitled to vote. It was un- 
derstood that an examination would be made 
subsequent to the election into the legality of 
those votes, and it therefore became a matter 
of importance to do away with the record 
evidence which the affidavits would furnish. 
After the polls were closed, as appears from 
the statement of witnesses at the time, Ald. 
Whelan came into the judges’ room with two 
men who be said were Democratic watchers. 
One of these men began handling and sorting 
the affidavits and put them iu a beap. Ald. 
Whelan leaned over this heap and made a good 
deal of confusion in the room by arguing and 
discussing. All at once the Republican clerk 
noticed that the affidavits were gone. The 
Democratic watcher afterwards said he 
bad them in hies pocket, and proposed to 
keep them. None of the Democratic judges 
objected. Whelan continued to be noisy 
and refused to retire when it was insisted that 
be should. The police of course refused to in- 
terfere, and the Democrats in the room only 
laughed at the state of affairs. Then the 
watcher who had the affidavits went out. He 
disappeared and the affidavits disappeared with 
bim, and they have never been seen since. 
Shortly afterwards Whelan left. The Alder- 
man denied that he had had anything to do 
with tae affidavits, and said he knew nothing 
of the man accused of taxing them except chat 
he had been peddling tickets for the Demo- 
crate during the day. This outrage was one 
too glaring to be overiooked, and the First 


Ward Republican Club took upon itself the task” 


of investigatmg the matter. A commit- 
tee was appointed, with Simeon W. King 
as Chairman, to sift the matter thoroug bly. 
The commi did ite work and collected a 
mass of evidence, mainiy in the shape of af- 
fidavits, which it intended laying beiore the 
grand jury. But it nas never been able to 
find a jury betore which it could bring a case 
against Ald. Whelau with any show of success. 
Therefore it has been de now that Ald. 
Whelan is a candidate for reélection Tuesday, 
to lay this evidence before the public in order 
that the voters of the First Ward may have 
some idea of the kind of man who is clamoring 
for their suffrages, and so that they may judge 
ior themselves whether, in view of the evidence 
given above, be is a fit person to continue to 
represent the wealthiest ward in this city: 

State of Illinois, Cook! County, ss.—John Mo- 
Cormick of said county deposes and says: 

At 7 o’clock in the evening of the 3d day of No- 
vember, A. D. 1885, I was in the polling-room of 
the Seventh Precinct of the First Ward of the 
City of Chicagoin said State. Said polling-place 
was situated at No. 34 Third avenue in said city. 
When the polls were closed I went to the door, 
which was blocked by boards. I wanted to have 
the boards taken away so that I could lock the 
door. Whenthe boards were about half down 
Ald. William. F. Whelan with three men 
rushed into the store where the polls had been 
held. I told the policeman to keep them out; but 
they ‘were not kept out. Ald. Whelan wanted 
to have me and Oscar Odelius, who was also in the 
room, put out; but R. H. Vickers, the Republican 
clerk, said we should remain and watch. Aid. 
Whelan appointed two of the men he brought 
with him to be Democratic watchers. Soon after- 
wards Ald. Whelan left che store. E. D. 
Robbins, the Republican judge, unlocked the 
baliot-box and emptied the ballots on the table. 
The judges and clerks took their post- 
tions and commenced to count the 0bal- 
lots. “Bowser Tipton,” one of the men 
whom Aid. Whelan brought in with him, carried a 
large stick. He commencedto pick out the affi- 
davite and put them in a pile in front of him. 
Vickers, the Republican clerk, told Bowser” to 
let the affidavits alone and not to touch them. 
Bowser said he wanted to help them; that he did 
not want to de here all night“ Vickers said: 
„Never mind that; you let the affidavits alone; we 
will look after them.“ Bowsér’’ continued to 
pick out the) affidavits and the Democratic clerk 
also helped. When the clerk and Bowser had got 
all the affidavits picked out the Democratic clerk 
handed the vite he picked out to Bowser. 
Bowser put them all together, rolled them up, and 
putthem in bis left-hand pocket. Ald. Whelan 
came in and stood beside Bowser. Vickers, the 
Republican clerk, got up and went round the table 
and asked: * Where are the affidavits?’ I, John 
McCormick, said: That man has got them in his 
pocket,“ poipting to Bowser. Vickers told Bowser 
to.lay the affidavits on the table. Bowser said he 
had, got them in his pocket and was going to keep 
them safe. 

Ald. Whelan then left the store by the Dearborn- 
street entrance. Inafew minutes after Whelan 
left there was a knock at the front door. James 
Sullivan, the other watchman that Whelan had left 
with Bowser, answered tne knock. The man on 
the outside said he wanted to see Bowser. Sulli- 
van came back and told Bowser. Bowser went to 
the door and unlocked it; the man on the outside 
said to Bowser: “Is it all right?’ Bowser 
said: “It is all right; where is Billy?’ 
The man outside said. He isin the saloon wait- 
ing for you.“ Bowser locked the door, came back 
to the table where the judges were counting the 
ballots, and after a very short time left the store 
by another door, I let him out, but I thought at the 
time Bowser wanted to go to the water-cioset. In 
a few minutes after Bowser left Ald. Whelan came 
into the room and commenced to quarrel with 
Vickers about the law governing the election. 
Vickers got up and objected to Ald. Whelan’s pres- 
ence in the room. Whelan said he would leave 
when he got ready. Vickers appealed to the o- 
cers in the room to put Aid. Whelan out of the 
room. They did not put him out. Whelan 
appealed to me and said: “If McCormick 
says | can stop I wil] stay in the room.“ I said I 
had not the power; that Ald. Whelan must appeal 
to the judges. Robbins, the Republican judge, 
said he objected to Ald. Wheian being in the room. 
Robbins said ** Ald. Whelan could return the am- 
davits if he wanted to.“ Whelan said the man 
would be back soon with the amdavits.“ Bowser 
went out without placing the affidavits on thé table 
or giving them to the judges or the clerks. He did 
not return. Ald. Whelan again disputed with 
Vickers, and the latter asked the police to put 
Whelan out of the room. Whelan said he would 
make it hot for Robbins,“ or words to that effect. 
Robbins said he did not care for the Alderman, 
and Whelan said he would try it on anyhow,’’ 
and left the ròom by the Dearborn street entrance. 

The affidavits were not found, and the ballots 
were put in the envelopes without them.

After he had gone some time James Sulli- 
van came into the room again, and threw down a 
bundle of papers on the table saying, ‘There 
your affidavits.’ Those papers were only bianks.

Said Sullivan again went 
out, and during the greater part of the counting of 
the baliots there was no Democratic watcher in the 
roum.

A DEMAND FOR REAL STATESMANSHIP 
IN THE LABOR CRISIS. 


A Low-Neck Dress Symposium, with Some 
Pertinent Remarks by the Lady Who 
Read “'Ostler Joe”—The Industrial 
Education Association’s Exhibition of 
Children’s Handiwork—The Poor New 
Hampshire Boy Who Was in Claflin’s 
Packing-Box Department and Has De- 
veloped Into a Musical Composer. 


The present labor movement in the United 
States is not only tar more formidable than 
anything else of the kind ever yet seen any- 
where, but it has certain features, other than 
striking and boycotting, which give it especial 
interest to every observer of popular upheav- 
als. The habit of “ striking,” which is confined 
mainly to countries that enjoy political free- 
dom, has played a great part in English indus- 
try during the last seventy years of the evolu- 
tion of machinery, and in this country we have 
for over thirty years bad a constant succession 
of explosive strikes among manufacturing, 
mechanical, and mining wage-workers. But 
both here and in England the strikes of the 
past have generally been local, without any 
extensive connection. They have been con- 
fined to a single trade at a time, destitute of 
any affiliation with the great body of trades, 
and their demands bave been narrow and con- 
sequentiy easily handled. 

The present labor movement differs from all 
its predecessors in several respects. In tae 
first place, it is wide as the country ana com- 
passes the whole body of wage-workers. In 
the second place, it is under a gigantic system 
and combination such as have never betore 
been manifested. bundred industries are 
affiliated in the single society of the Knights of 
Labor, which embraces hundreds of thousands 
of members and possesses a strength far be- 
youd what is represented by its membership; 
and there are other national federations, less 
imposing, which yet exercise a power known 
only to those wbo watch their operations. This 
extraordinary development of what the French 
call solidarity is a feature of the utmost con- 
seauence. In the third place, there is a deep and 
solid unity of purpose and method among these 
huge organized masses so far as their main ends 
are concerned which nobody can deny” who 
takes the trouble to go under the surface. In 
the fourth place, there is a practice of mut- 
ual beip,”’ which is altogether novel among the 
laboring classes. In the fifth place, there is a 
marvelous habit of obedience to orders, the 
manifestations of which in recent times have 
surprised ali observers. In the sixth place, the 
demands made are vastly more comprehensive 
than those which formerly came from wage- 
workers, as may be seen by a comparison of 
any of the present platforms of labor with 
those of other times. 

These things give to the labor movement of 
today its massiveness, momentum, and soiid 
ity. 

The new forces which enter into it are offset 
by the new forces on the other side, involved 
in modern machinery and in the modern com- 
bination of capital, which are as revolutionary 
as those of labor. 

What is to be the outcome of this unprece- 
dented movement that looks so alarming to 
timid minds and which ig evidently bound to go 
on with accelerating speed under the trans- 
forming agencies of the times? No man wiil 
deny that there are dangerous symptoms on 
the surface when the Executives of our States 
issue proclamations commanding the peace and 
prepare the militia for active service. But we 
have a legislative system in our country that 
is competent to deal peacefully with every 
question that concerns the people, and the im- 
pending danger can be averted by our repre- 
sentative lawmakers in a way that will strength- 
en our democratic system and give abiding 
welfare to the whole community. Giveus real 
statosmanship in the crisis. JOHN SWINTON.

“Then you always wear low-neocked dresses 
on full-dress occasions?’’ I asked. 

„es, replied Mrs. Potter, and I think I 
can agree with Miss Cleveland and know where 
to draw tne line. One of the greatest beauties 
of womankind is the curve of the throat, the 
poise of the head, and it can be better dis- 
played where the waist is low—modestly low. 
Of course the age and other things also make 
a difference as to where the line should be 
drawn.” 

“Then you do not think all women should 
wear their dresses the same number of inches 
from the chin?” 

“Certainly not. A young woman whose 
throat and shoulders are white and plump may 
wear the dress quite low and still be perfectly 
modest, for she displays only what is attract- 
ive—what poets have written of and artists 
painted—well-rounded shoulders and a well- 
shaped arm; but one’s own sense of propriety 
should suggest to a stout matron that a great 
display of red arms or shoulders is not a pleas- 
ing sight.“ 

Mrs. Potter has solved the question, I think. 
We accept the fact that décolleté dresses are 
the regulation for evening costume. hen let 
a young woman display the soft whiteness of 
ber skin; good taste will guide her to the mod- 
est line, and the sensible woman, young or 
old, who perhaps may be too stout, will also 
understand that to be in the same degree mod- 
est she must have her dress an inch or more 
higher, while the severely slender woman will 
also know that bones, while possibly, not im- 
modest, are certainly not attractive. 

Then I remembered I had seen Mrs. Potter 
in the full radiance of ball costume with low 
corsage, and the thought never suggested 
itself to me of anything but what was 
perfectly correct and lovely. Each vision 
of Mrs. Potter in the most unique cos- 
tume came to me. One night she wears a 
oafé au lait tulle, made dancing length; it is a 
French dress; there seems to be no beginning 
or end; only the filmy fabric surrounds 
her. A dark brown velvet bow is at the side, a 
sash of the velvet extends across the front 
diagonally, and ends with another brown ver- 
vet bow.

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The greatest interest, of course, centres in 
the Philadeiphia exhibit, for that city has 
avowedly introduced industrial training in ail 
its public schools and is justiy proud of the 
results attained. The Philadelphia section is 
the largest finest, and next to it in point 
of size is that of Chicago. In all the work 
shown tbere is, of course, a good deal which is 
anything but practical, land some that indicates 
a waste of time that causes the judicious to 
grieve. But, considering how short is the 
time during which anything of the kind has 
been done in this country, misdirected effort is 
by no means s0 common as one might reason- 
ably expect. There is evidence in some cases 
of bad or inadequate instruction, for which the 
children are, of course, aot to blame. But it is 
obviously unfair to criticise such an exhibi- 
tion as if it were the work of adults or of 
trained artisans. With all its faultse—and it 
would bea shame to turn the microscope upon 
them—the exhibition is a wonderful one, in 
many respects the most important and in- 
structive of the season, 

The flrst view Tuesday evening had bad 
weather to contend with, but the hall was full 
of people. Many of the society ladies of New 
York—Mrs. Courtiand Palmer, Mrs. Levi Mor- 
ton, Mrs. Wiiliam Allen Butler, Mrs. J. Pierre- 
pont Morgan, Miss Cooper, Mrs. Morris K. 
Jesup, and others equally prominent—have in- 
terested themselves ip the enterprise, and it 
was set under way with great éclat. Bishop 
Potter and any number ot School Commission- 
ers and Superintendents were present, and the 
society elewent was well, represented. I 
shouldn't be much surprised if this exhibition 
were to result in a decided “boom” for in- 
dustrial education in public schools every- 
where. It will certainly greatiy interest and 
instruct all who Have the good fortune to see 
it.

The Boy Darling, Musical Genius, and Au- 
thor of Emma Abbott’s New Opera. 

The bottom having falien out of the cowboy 
Pianist, who got his lasso tangied around 
Beethoven and fell into a Gopber hole of criti- 
cism, let me introduce to you another prodigy. 
This time I think the bottom is one of gen- 
uine merit. 

I am speaking of a young man who came 
down from New Hampsbire turee or four years 
ago in his farm clothes,“ and told New York 
he wanted to write an opera. He was young, 
and lank, and bomespun, and fresh, and he 
had never heard an opera in his life. He had 
taught himself to play the piano, and he made 
a run on the keyboard with two fingers. 

He came very near starving to death in this 
city, and some benevolent relative put bim 
into Claflin's wholesale dry-goods establish- 
ment in the packing-box department. The 
superintendent of that department told me 
himself atterwards that he was not worth bis 
galt; that be caught him dreaming and writing 
music on the boxes, and when he asxed the 
young man what it was be wanted to do in life 
he replied that he wanted to write an opera. 
Then the superintendent gave him some sensi- 
bie advice and discharged him. 

It must bave been a year later when one day 
the late Dan Hopkins of concert fame came to 
me and said he had found a musical genius, 
and be was going tobring him out. He wanted 
me to hear some of his music. Having a nat- 
ural repugnance to prodigies, I declined. Some 
months passed and chen 1 was invited to go 
and hear an opera called “The Jolly Bachel- 
ors,“ which had been produted by Murtha at 
the Windsor Theatre. I believe Jeannie Wins 
ton was fn it. 

I did go. Such a mess of inane rubbisb as 
the story proved I never listened to. But I 
pricked ears at the music. It was curious- 
ly fascinating and bad a distinctly new flavor. 
I saw that it held the vast audience. I heard 
quaint littie gavottes, rondos, subtle bits of 
romanzas, budding and dying before you could 
catch them; a fragile Roesini fragrance to it; 
a mixture of voluptuous Orientalism, and that 
far-away pathos that used to hover round 
Stephen Foster's melodies. I remember that 


some of those bits buzzed like biue bottieflies 


in my memory for days. 

I asked with surprise who did this, and found 
that it was the New Hampshire bey, Edward L 
Darling. 

1 made bis acquaintance. I found him just 
what I have described to you. He had the 
gift of melody. It oozed out of every pore. 
But he had no knowledge, no musical educa- 
tion. I becdme deeply interested in him. I 
had boxes at both operas, and I made him go 
night after night. I got old Dietrich to take 
bim as a pupil, and for a year and a half he 
t ow himself into music with a mad hunger 
that was strange to see. 

Dietrich told me he had never met such a re- 
markable case of musicalaptitude. Heseemed 
to grasp the abstruse probiems of harmony in- 
stinctively. During tne winter of 1884 he went 
to work at another comic opera with a chast- 
ened pen. Meanwhile ** The Jolly Bachelors 
bad gone for a year ail over the country, drag- 
ging the rubbish of a libretto with siren wings. 

I have not seen him for a year. But I met 
Emma Abbott the other day when she was 
here, and sbe told me she had bought his opera, 
“The Gentlemanly Savage,” and had given 
$5,000 cash for it. “Bravo, packing-boxes.”’ 
She was enthusiastic over it, and went to the 
piano and sang a Boboling song from it: 

When morning clouds 
Break in the east 
To let the sunlight through, 
To blossoms pink 
Comes bobolink 
To take his drink of dew. 
Chewink! 
* recognized the old charm. It was the same 
ae : : 

I see that the Abbott company intend to pro- 
* this opera in Detroit the last week in 

p * 

J intend to go there and hear it, for I watched 
the boys who made the libretto and score and 
Iam curious to see bow a public that never 
heard of them will use them. 

But fancy this New Hampsbire lad walking 
about with $5,000 in his pocket. I wonder 
what that Superintendent of Claflin's thinks. 

Of course, now you'll say that I wrote the 
libretto. 

Weill, all the answer I can make is that I wish

Chamberiain’s Treachery. 

Hovuss or Commons LIBRARY, LONDON, 
April 3.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Cable to The 
Tribune. I— The political week has been gloomy 
and unsettied. Uncertainty, fear, and doubt 
pervade the Liberal ranks. Mr, Chamberlain 
and bis group are working like beavers—can- 
vassing, caucusing, and threatening. Behind 
them the whole London pressis exciting the 
fears of voters and urging revolt. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, Lord Hartington, and Lord Churchill 
have formed an unholy alliance to overthrow 
Mr. Gladstone. Churchill and Chamberlain 
hold consultations openly, and may be seen 
plotting together any day in the smoking-room. 
Undoubtedly the balance of opinion in the 
House bas swung heavily against Gladstone's 
proposed settlement of the Irish question dur 
ing the last week. While his enemies have 
consolidated their strength, his friends have 

wn faintand wavering all along the line. 
attack bas been unscrupulous, while the 
defense is weak and depreciatory. It is risky 
to criticise so skillful a parliamentary tactician 
as Gladstone, but it seems to me his delay has 
been a serious mistake. It allowed the vari- 
ous elements of the opposition to coalesce , while 

Gladstone's friends were left in doubt and 

ignorance of the program they were called 

upon to defend. The effect of the growing op- 
position has been to frighten the members of 
the Cabinet, and strong efforts have been 
made to induce Gladstone to modify 
his proposals in order to make them 
more acceptable to the English people. 

These craven counsels have been scornfully 

rejected. Gladstone means to propose a set- 

tlement which may honorably be accepted by 
the lrish Nationalists as final, leaving Great 

Britain and Ireland bound together by ties of 

friendship and self-interest. He recognizes 

that no tinkering measure can accomplisa this 
end, and if he must succumb to treason 
within his own camp he prefers to fall 
on a great statesman-like measure which 
may be hereafter a monument to {bis polit- 
ical, wisdom. The Liberal and Radical

Chamberlain's revolt, pushed to a logical 
conciusion, means the utter smasu-up of the 
Liberal and Radical parties. it means three-cor- 
nered contests in all the Liberal constituencies 
and the probable victory of the Tory candidates 
wherever Gladstone failed to obtain an over- 
whelming majority. This fact is beginning to 
dawn on the slow AngloSaxon mind, 
and makes the Liberals and Radicals 
and shades feel unhappy. The loyal supporters 
of Gladstone are furious against Chamberiain 
and the mutineers, and if Gladatone is defeated 
there will be war to the knife between the 
bostile factions. A practical illustration of 
the policy to be pursued in the generai election 
bas been furnished by the acuon taken at 
Barrow in the oase of Caine, Lord of the 
Treasury in Gladstone's last Government. As 
a warning to the mutineers, at the last moment 
a Gladstonian Liberal was nominated by a 
volunteer committee composed of unofficial 
Gladstonian Liberals.

A BROKEN CORPORATION, 


The Central Steam & Power Company Gives 
Up the Fight—Colvin Repudiates It—Don 
Alonzo Child. 

Mr. A. J. Cooper baving returned home from 
New York, a TRIBUNE reporter asked him yes- 
terday who D. Alonzo Child of the Central 
Steam & Power Company was. 

„ don’t know,“ he replied; never saw him. 
A friend, an attorney, asked me to act as com- 
missioner. He said there was no liability, and 
I signed my name. I didn’t know what it was 
for exactly—understood the scheme was to 
furnish steam for beating purposes. I don’t 
think it will amount to anything. They made 
application and found they couldn’t do any- 
thing, and I do not think they ever will. I 
don’t know that there is such a man in exiet- 
ence as Child, If Smith saw bim be did more 
than I. I really didn’t know Smith aud Pat- 
terson had anything to do with it. The whoie 
thing is busted, and I don't believe they will 
ever make an attempt to do anything. But I 
know nothing about it.“ 

The exposure of the Centra] Power & Steam 
Company by THz TRIBUNE bas effectually ex- 
ploded the scheme. Even Ald. Ooivin, who 
introduced the ordinance, although be said 
he didn’t remember who handed it to him, has 
been scared by the stir which bas been created 
in the Sixteenth Ward. and is out in a letter 
declaring that he is opposed to the ordinance 
and will do all in his power to deieat it, being 
against any tampering with the city’s water- 
supply. 

As for D. Alonzo Child, otherwise Don 
Alonzo Child, be is simply a dummy used by 
franchise people, just as similar dummies are 
by realestate men.

A Weather Sharp Who Predicts Unmen- 
tionable Atmospheric Conditions the Last 
of this Month—It. Will Be Warmer Today, 
LEAVENWORTH, Kas., April 3.—Prof.. Foster, 

meteorologist of the State of Iowa, makes the 

following predictions: 

Great storms will pass over the United States in 
rapid succession during the last ten days of April, 
and all shipping interests, especially in the North- 
ern States, should prepare to protect their prop- 
erty from heavy rains, bigh winds, floods, siecet, 
snow, and extreme changes of weather on land, and 
from dangerous gales on the lakes and Atiantic 
coast. 

The heaviest of these storms will be over the 
Mississippi Basin about April 25 or 26. West of 
that earlier and east later.

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A HOTEL AFIRE AT 


FOUR SERVANT GIRLS PERISH IN THE 
PLANTERS IN Sr. LOUIS. 


The Blaze a Small One, but the Unfortunates 
Suffocated in Attempting to Escape— 
Over a Hundred Panic-Stricken Guests 
Flee from the Building in Deshabille— 
Exciting Scenes and Incidents. , 

Sr. Lours, Mo., April 3.—Four servant girls 
lost their lives by a fire in the Planters House 
early this morning. At 4 o’clock, when the 
scrub-women came down-stairs to work they 
discovered that the drymg - room of the laundry 
was on fire. They ran with the news to the 
night clerk, who turned in an alarm, and sent 
the only beli-boy in the office through the 
bouse to rouse the guests. His loud knocks 
on the doors and cries of fre soon roused 
the sleepers, and their cries added to the con- 
fusion until it became general. The startling 
summons brought the half-awakened guests 
into the balls in their nigbt-clothes, where 
the rapidiy-thickening smoke and strong 
smell of burnmg pine 80 thoroughly 
alarmed them that most of them rushed for 
the elevator and stairways without waiting to 

further clothe themselves. Some caught a 

garment ortwoin their flight, but few took 

time to try to put them on. The lower balls 
and the office were soon filled with the fright- 
ened crowd, and many were so thoroughly 
frightened that they did not pause even bere, 
but burried out into the sloppy street. The 
wind was blowing bitter cold and snow was 
falling, making their situation most uncom- 
fortable. Some of the cooler beads saw that 
the building, although very old and tinder-like, 
was not in such imminent danger as to threat- 
en their lives, and began to take things more 


coolly and to urge others to do 80. 


Finding themselves safe, with a good pros 

pect of rescuing at least a part of their effecta, 
the still shivering guests began to be anxious 
for the hotel servants, who were in the upper 
rooms over the rear portion of the house, 
where they had been the last to be alarmed, 
aud where the danger was most imminent, us 
the fire was immediately beneath them. Some 
successfully reached the 
lower floors bad become separated from friends 
for whose safety they were extremely anxious, 
From the upper stories could be heard the 
screams of the frightened seryants, who were 
running ‘wildly through the corridors, not 
knowing which war to turn, while 
every moment increased their prospect 
of almost certain suffocation. Hemmed 
in on every side, and with the smoke pour- 
ing up through every avenue of escape, 
they became mad and desperate. The firemen 
got to work promptly, and soon had the flames 
under control, while the saved guests and the 
assembled crowd outside began to make eager 
and well-directed efforts to rescue tbose still in 
danger. In a very short time all except four 
were gotten out in safety. 

Mary Cooney, a chambermaid, was discov- 
ered in Room 246, on the fourth floor. She 
was lying on her face, partially suffocated. 
Efforts were made to resuscitate her, but with- 
out success. She was already dead. She had 
torn the skin from her neck in a mad effort to 
relieve the’ choking that took her life away. 
She was 25 years of age, and had been a faith- 
ful employé of the house for several years. 
She lost ber life endeavoring to aid other serv- 
ants to escape from the burning building. 

Kitty Cassidy and Mafy Coogan, chamber- 
maids, were discovered locked ju each other's 
arms a few feet from the body of Mary 
Cooney. They evidently bad made frantic ef- 
forts to escape through the hallway. They 
were 17 and 25 years old, respectively. Three 
girls were burned to death in this same room 
in the fire of 1883, which occurred under almost 
exactly tne same circumstances as that of this 
morning. 

Maggie Keardon, 40 years old, employed in 
the linen department, was the other victim. 
Sbe was also discovered in the hall, with face 
begrimed with soot and smoke, and quite dead. 
The bodies were removed to the street, where 
the saddest'scene of all was witnessed. The 
su ved employés exhibited the wildest grief. 
One girl became uncontrollably delirious over 
the body oi poor Kitty Cassidy, who, it ap- 
pears, was her confidante and bosom friend. 

The fire originated in the drying-room and 
was caused by sparks coming in contact with 
the clothing. The loss by fire and water will 
probably not exceed $5,000. The drying-room 
of the laundry is on the first floor and in about 
the centre of the building. This part of the 
hotel, besides the kitchen laundry, is used 
for sleeping apartments for the help. who oc- 
cupied small, close rooms on the second and 
third floors. These sleé 
about twenty-five or thirty, and at the time of 
the fire were all ocoupied. This part of the 
builaing ie but three stories high and extends 
the entire length of the building along the 
alley. The kitchen and laundry are but little 
damaged. The flames broke through the ceil- 
ing and raged most furiously in the second sto- 
ry. The rooms here are badly burned, and at 
one place the flames have eaten a hole from 
the first floor to the roof. The rooms used by 
the servants are separated by thin wooden 
partitions, and the smoke soon made its way 

Into all apartments. The dining-room on the 
third floor used by tne servants and located in 
the main building is also damaged by water. 

There were about 150 guests in the house, 
which, with the emp!oyés, would make the 
number in danger nearly 200. During the fire 
the guests flung clothes, valises, trunks, etc., 
out of the windows. One lady, who had pr. 
vately furnished ber rooms, threw out valu- 
able mirrors, bric-A-brac, and other ‘elicate 
articies in wild excitement. She after- 
ward had difficulty in saving her life. 
Mrs. Heiser, one of the guests, escaped by 
the fire-ladder. She was asleep on the fourth 
floor, when she was awakened by the clamor in 
the street. Her room was already full of 
smoke. She had no time to nesitate, but 
coolly raised the window and peered out. The 
fire-escape ran up by its side. Tbrowing ber 
clothing to the sidewalk, she calmly grasped the 
rung, and, after once looking upward, as if in 
prayer, she began her perilous descent. Five 
hundred voices oried steady and 500 people 
watched with most intense anxiety every step 
of ber progress down the steep ladder. She 
finally reached the sidewalk in safety, amid 
the cheers of the assembled crowd. One of the 
male employés came staggering out of the door- 
way with eyes almost bursting from their 
sockets, while his face was as black as a 
negro’s. Blood was oozing from his mouth, 
nose, and ears, He feii to the sidewalk, and 
through his parched lips feebly articulated: 
Thank God,“ and tainted. 

(The Planters’ House is the oldest hotel in St. 
Louis, and has stood as a first-class hotel against 
its more protentious neighbors. The building is 
six stories high and covers a half square. It is a 
substantial structure, with rooms separated by 
fire-wails. It coajd, therefore, withstand flames as 
well as houses of more modern build. The Piant- 
ers has been on fire several times within the last 
score of years, but with two exceptions the work of 
extinguishing the blaze was soon over. The dam- 
age incurred was comparatively trifling. Three 
years ago the hotel had a narrow escape. It was 
about the same hour in the morning that the fire 
reported today broke out and in about the same 
place—jn the kitchen wing facing on a narrow alley 
in, the rear. The department did good work at 
that fire and save‘ the entire building, only three 
rooms being burned out, but, nevertheless, three 
lives were lost—the lives of three employés sleep- 
ing in the top story of the wing on fire. | 


Other Losses by Fire. 

ROCKFORD, III,, April 3.—{Special.]—Flames 
early this morning totally destroyed the H. H. 
Palmer Boss Churn Company's building and 
the Rockford Chemical Works, including a vast 
amount of goods and material. There were 
450 churns made and material prepared for 
over 1,000 more. The ohurn factory carried 
an insurance of $7,100, and the loss will be 
about $10,000.

Further Arrests Promised in the Broadway 

Surface-Railway Matter—Ericsson’s Tor- 
pedo-Boat Destroyer—Men Gone Wrong. 

New Tonk, April 3.—(Special.|— During the 
forenoon ex-Ald. Fullgraff visited District-At- 
torney Martine's office and was there over au 
hour. When he went in he was greatly excited;

May morning. District-Attorpey Martine said 
that three of the so-called ** boodie Aldermen” 
who bave not been arrested bad assured him 
that they desired to remain inthis city, and 
were prepared to be arrested at any moment.

„We all go to sebool in Chicago, and I'll teil 
you were pretty high up, too, until Isaacson 
began reading these five-cent novels. His nibs 
then got $50, so we came out here with bim. We 
bought our guns in Chicago and were going-to 
be cowboys. We thought that Kansas City was a 
prairie, and that we could shoot game. Lord, 
though, when we got bere and found snow on 
the ground we got weary and wanted to go 
back. I'll give you a straight tip that when 
we get pack we won't leave home again with 
Ieaacson. No, sir. And, say, tell that man up- 
stairs to bring that Buffaio Bill book.“ The 
boys will probably be sent bome in the morn- 
ing. 

[Mr. Isaacson said to a TRIBUNE reporter that 
his son, who is 14 years old and a pupil of the Og- 
den School, had probably been induced to leave 
home by a set of bad acquaintances he had formed 
around Ciark street. He did not know the boys, 
but had heard that one of his son’s companions on 
the flight from home was the son of a restaurant- 
keeper at Chicago avenue and North Clark street. 
They left three days ago. He presumed they 
clubbed together and made enough money to pay 
their fares to Kansas City. but could not have had 
much more. He had no idea of what their inten- 
tions for the future were. | 


EDUCATING PERJURERS, 


Sensational Disclosures Grow Out of the 
Murphy Murder Case in New Orleans. 

New ORLEANS, La., April 3.—The Ford mur- 
der ease, which hag sent already three 
men to the penitentiary for twenty years and 
broken the necks of two on the gallows, has 
not yet been wiped entirely from the criminal 
docket. On the trial of the case it was demon- 
strated that the defense had a strong line of 
carefully-drilled witnesses to prove that the 


murdered man was the aggressor, and that the 


five assasins were compelied to kill him in self. 
defense. The District-Attorney, as these wit- 
nesses left the stand, had them arrested for 
perjury. Four of them have lately been con- 
victed and sentenced to from five to six years’ 
imprisonment. Twomore, both women, were 
put on trial yesterday and pleaded guilty. The 
skiliful drilling of these witnesses has led the 
grand jury and law officers to go deep enough 
into the matter to discover an ingeniousiy 


contrived school of instruction for perjury. 
Judge Tom Ford, the chief of the band of 
assasins, and who caused all this misery for so 
many people, is the commissary in the peniten- 
tlary, and is treated with the utmost considera- 
tion by the prison officiais, so much 80 that it 
is said that he never bas been compelled to 
wear a prison suit or bad a key turned on bim. 
and, though a convict, he still maintains his 
haughty power over his foliowers. His gang 
within the prison walls—the partners in his 
crime—promises to number a dozen all told 
before the courts get through. Consternation 
among Ford's followers was created yesterday 
by the fact that. Mrs. McMahon and Mrs. 
Smythe had made full confessions before the 
grand jury. It is known that a number ot 
bench warrants were issued last night. On 
one of these Dr. Emanuel R. Dreyfus was 
arrested, and in default of $20,000 bail was 
sent to the parisb prison. The charges made 
against him are subornation of perjury and 
misprision of felony in connection with the tes- 
timony of the Ford witnesses. The impression 
here is that half a dozen personsof equal prom- 
inence are implicated with Dreyfus. 


THEIR FAITH IN THE MADSTONE.

CHAT ABOUT THE PEOPLE LIVING BE- 
YOND THE SEA. 


London Prepared to Out-Paris Paris and 
Generally to Make a Fool of Itself Over 
Abbe Liszt—The Germans Show Their Es- 
teem for Prince Bismarck on His Seventy- 
first Birthday—Gossip About Celebrities, 
the Stage, Etc. 

Lonpos, April 3.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. I- Abbe Liszt, the lion 
of the bour, reached London this evening, and, 
after dining in town, drove down to the res, 
dence of his publisher at Sydenham, near 
the Crystal Palace, where all the musical and 
literary celebrities of London have been in- 
vited to meet him. Having missed the tram 
somewhere between Sydenham and Paris the 
great abbe was several hours late. When the 
clock struck 8 without any sign of his ap- 
pearing the excitement grew paigful. 

Shortly after, however, a carriage drove 

up and Abbe Liszt walked in, looking 

tired by the journey. He is the Abbe 

Liszt we have all read of, but white and aged. 

A sigh ot relief went round the rooms as the 

abbe was preseutiy seen coming down the 

staircase in his long black frock.. He looks as 
striking as ever. Once yousee his face you 
cannot forget him. His nose is long, too long 
for beauty; forehead lofty and serone; mouth 
flexible and full of expression; eyes, dimmer 
than they were in days when they fascinated 

Princesses and for a time won the fickle heart 

of George Sand; at times they seem unable 

to dear the light. His long white 
hair falls in picturesque masses behind a head 


which is a trifle too massive for his body. The 
abbe’s cheeks are wan, but fuller than of old. 
His manner has all its pristine charm. As he 
stood in the bail in his long black coat bowing 
to his hostess he looked not unlike M. Got in 
** Lannie Fritz,“ tempered by an etherealized 
touch of Ernest Renan. With difficulty he 
made his way down tne staircase into the rocm 
crowded with famous men and fair women, at 
one end of which stood two grand pianos, a 
barmonium, and a harp. As he crossed the 
threshold of the room a group of women met 
him and presented him with abasket of flow- 
ers. He acknowledged the compliment, bow- 
ing low, and passed on, chatting with guests 
he recognized, to the seat of honor which was 


reserved for him. Among many other well- 


known people present I noticed Count Hatz- 
feldt, who bad a long talk with the master; 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, composer; Mackenzie, 
Parl Rosa, Randeggar, Charles Halle, Princess 
Ghika, Count Esterhazy, Sir Frederick Leigh- 
ton, Sir George Grove, Walter Bache, Liszt's 
favorit pupil, the Rev. Mr. Hawies, looking 
more important than ever, Mr. and Mrs. T. P. 
O’Connor, Mr. William Winch, the American 
tenor, «wd, of course, all the critics. 
Abbe Liszt seemed a trifle bored, I thought, 
by tne pointed admiration bestowed on him, 
but brightened when, dropping into a chair, 
be found himself the centre of an admiring 
feminine circle. He speaks no English, which 
often made conversation difficult; but there 
was music in bis giance and eloquence in his 
gestures. Naturaily every one was dying to 
bear the Abbe piay, but no ome dared to ask 
him; he seemed to prefer listening, which per- 
baps was not be wondered at. as during the 
evening we were treated to several of bis own 
works, including his arrangement of the bymn, 
“The Lord is my Shepherd,”’ his Venetian 
„»Tarantella,“ and a beautiful setting of the 
famiiiar ** Kennst du das Land.“ About mid- 
night, Abbe Liszt having made no move to- 
wards the piano, I left him still surrounded by 
the adoring fair. 
Bismarck’s Seventy-first Birthday. 

The tirst of April is better than its reputa- 
tion ; it produced Bismarck, whose 
7Ist birthday Berlin hes been celebrating this 
week. The Chanceilor himself was not exact- 
ly in a festive mood. The Reichstag and Vat- 
jean had been trying his temper sorely, but he 
brightened gradually as one post atter 
another arrived, bringing him messages, con- 
gratulations, and presents from bis friends and 
admirers, the majority of whom never saw 
him. Crowds streamed up and down in front 
of hig residence in the Wilhelm strasse all 
day yesterday, cheering the great man, 
and during the afternoon two military 
bands serenaded him, much to the satisfaction 
of the people, who were getting tired of star- 
ing at the windows and waiting in vain for the 
familiar bald bead to appear. Less affabie 
than the Kaiser, Bismarck kept to his rooms, 
but bis grandchiidren showed themseives while 
the bands were playing, and waved their hand- 
kerchiefs gaily in reaponse to the popular man- 
ifestations. As usual, the Kaiser and the 
Crown Prince offered the Chancellor their 
birthday greetings in person, and once more 
the statesman received the thanks of bis sov- 
ereign for bis priceless services in tho cause of 
German unity. Iam told that over 1,000 let- 
ters and telegrams reached Wilhelm strasse be- 
tween morning and midnight, to say nothing 
of a multitude of odd parcels sent by enthu- 
siasts in the provinces. All the great 
German brewers contributed samples of 
their beer. The Rhbinelanders sent huge 
cases of Liebfraumiich and Jobannisberger, 
and the farmers paid tribute in the shape of 
cheese, butter, bacon, and fruit. But the 
usual gift of “the faithful inhabitants of 
Jever was this year missing.

9,083, 10,983, 1,900. The fuel cost $1,559.23. 

A high-school building was erected at South 
Park during the year at a cost of $40,000. It is 
one of the finest in the county. 

The bonded debt is $12,500, having been re- 
duced during the year by the retirement Ay 
$12,500 of bonds. There is no floating 
The assessed valuation of the district is $3,

MUSIC. 


A New Church Organ with Some Remarka- 
ble Improvements—Liebling’s Choplu Re- 
cital—Other Musical Matters. 

The reconstructed Oongregationalist Church 
at Evanston possesses a peculiar interest for 
organists in consequence of its containing the 
largest Roosevelt organ as yet erected in the 
vicinity of Chicago. It also marks a turning- 
point with church commit t is to be 
hoped, inasmuch as in this one case at least a 
committee bas definitly chosen to prefer quality 
to quantity. In nominal appointment the instru- 
ment in question is a two-manual organ of 
moderate size. The great organ contains nine 
stops: 1, open diapason; 2, viol da gamba; 3, 
dulciana; 4, doppel fidte; 5, octave; 6, flute 
harmonique; 7, octave quint (or twelfth); 8, 
super-octave: 9, trumpet. The swell organ 
contains eight stops: 10, bourdon; 11, violin 


diapason; 12. dolce; 13, stopped diapason; 16, 


geme-hborn; 15, Hohl fidte; 16, cornet (three 
ranks); 17, oboe. The pedal organ contains at 
present a sixteen-foot open diapason and a 
bourdon. A place is ieft for a violon- 
cello to be added later. Irrespective 
of the improvements presently to 
be mentioned, this instrument bas 
several advantages over ordinary organs ap- 
parently of similar size. Among these may be 
mentioned the musical quality of the voicing, 
which is superior throughout. Then, too, 
there are more eight-feet "' stops than were 
formerly found in organs of this class, and 
therein a greater variety as well as a greater 
solidity of tone, the eigut-feet stops being 
intended to furnish the foundation tone of the 
instrument, the overwork serving to reinforce 
the deficient overtones of eighbt-feet pipes, there- 
by adding briliiancy. The sixteen-foot '’ tone 
serves to reinforce the natural combination 
tones below. Moreover, the present instrument 
excels any two-manuai instrument previously 
known here in the softness and distant effect 
of the swell stop, number twelve, Dolce.“ 
This effect-is highly appreciated by the average 
bearer, who finds in it an artistic occasion for 
exercising that fundamental instinct of sus- 
ceptible human nature—namely : for eavesdrop- 
ping; or for making what Artemus Ward 
called **a good, reliable hark.“ 

The conspicuous and radical merits of this 
instrument, however, are the two following, 
which ought to be made universal in all organs 
hereafter to be built: The first, and slightest, 
is the key and draw-stop action, both 
superior. The touch has the lightness and 
elasticity of the pneumatic lever, with a 
promptness of repetition far beyond the possi- 
bility either of the pneumufic lever or the old- 
style direct action. This is due to the employ- 
ment of a wind-chest (described in Appleton’s 
“Cyclopedia of Applied Mechanics,’’) which 
combines the advantages of the old-style Ger- 
man poppet-valve and the Barker pneumatic 
lever, together with several others peculiar to 
itself. The great point of superiority, how- 
ever, is the piastic control whicb the construc- 
tion of this instrument gives the per- 
former in regard to the increase, 
diminution, or modificauon of the 
tone produced without removing his hands 
from the keyboard. Stops No. 3 and Nos. 5 to 
9 are placed in the swell-box. No. 3, so placed, 
affords an elastic accompaniment to solos in 
the swell. The chorus stops, when inside the 
swell-box, are deprived of much of their hars u- 
ness, while at the same time the crescendo effect 
is very greatiy increased. In short, these va- 
rious improvements, although somewhat 
expensive, greatly mitigate, the funda- 
mental defect of the organ as a 
musical instrument—namely: its inflexi- 
ble, impassive, untformly-sustalned volume 
of tone. The combination action, aiso, 
ie extraordinarily ingenious, and enables the 
organist in a few seconds’ time to readjust his 
combination pedals so as to bring on any com- 
bination he may happen to want. To sum up, 
this instrument is by far the most convenient 
and controllable organ for accompanymg 
voices (the most difficult thing that an organ 
can be called upon to do) that as yet has been 
erected in this part of the country. As there 
is nothing to hinder every builder from accom- 
plishing the same results with the same or 
equivalent means, it is to be hoped that this 
will mark a local epoch in the artistic develop- 
ment of church music. The formal opening 
of this organ will be made next Thursday 
evening by Mr. Clarence Eddy, assisted by Mr. 
A. F. McCarroll, Miss Grace Hutz, and Mr. 
Charles A. Knorr. 


The Lehmann Concerts. 

Next Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday Miss 
Lilli Lehmann, the prima donna of .the Metro- 
politan Opera-House, will make her début at 
Central Music-Hail in varied and no doubt 
highly artistic programs, since anything short 
of this would belie the trademark of the or- 
ganization, **Concerts-Artistiques.’’ This title, 
like the Ideal of the famous Boston troupe, 


has not served a very good purpose thus far, 
it having rather acted as a chal- 
lenge to the press to sbow. wherein 
the concerts were something else than 
the title would imply. However, there need 
be no unnecessary anxiety. If such artists as 
Lili Lehmann, Ovide Musin, and Franz Rum- 
mel cannot give an artistic concert it will be- 
come necessary to lower our standard ot dif- 
inition for the term artistic. At ail events, 
they are not yet on trial in Chicago, nor will be 
until Tuesday next, whereupon it will de in 
order to look into the thing. Mr. Rummel 
was never heard here at good advantage, bis 
virile but not too fastidious playing 
coming into unfavorable contrast with 
the delicate manipulations of Joseffy, 
then the rage. Since that time Mr. 
Rummel bas married the daughter of the late 
Prof. Morse of telegraph fame, and bas played 
with great appreciation in the leading parts of 
Europe. He will now be beard to better ad- 
vantage, perhaps. Mr. Musin is too well 
known to need introduction or advance praise. 


„The Physiology of Artistic Singing.” 
Mr. John Howard is well known to the mu- 


gical public as an intelligent musician and an 


enthusiastic and irrepressible investigator of 
the Voice in singing. His lately published work 
upon The Physiology of Artistic Singing” is 
a veritable oneyclopedia of anatomical and 
physiological information upon every possible 
element at present known or suspected of be- 
ing concerned in the mechanical production of 
song, The structure and rolation of all the 
parts involved are shown in nearly a hundred 
illustrations, and are clearly traced in the ac- 
companying letter-press explanations. These 
cuts sre drawn in part from widely-different 
sources of undoubted authority; many otbers 
are the original results of the author's 
own dissections and studies. 4A feat- 
ure of the book adding much to 
its value for private study is found 
in certain carefully defined tests of correct 
and incorrect acuon of each separate part or 
group of parts. These tests enable tne stu- 
dent to find out for bimself bow far his habits 
agree or disagree with the recommendations of 
the book. It forms no part of the present in- 
tention to pronounce upon the validity or 
want of validity in the tests here given. In 
fact they are no criteria in existence for do- 
ing so. If a scientific ‘*method’’ of voice 
culture is ever evolyed, such studies as these 
of Mr. Howard will have contributed to make 
it possitie. The book is an 8vo. of 334 pages. 
It is published by the author at Boston.

‘FROM THE FATHERLAND. 


“THE TRIBUNE'S” WEEKLY BUDGET 
OF HAPPENINGS IN GERMANY, 


Snowbound—Mecklenburg’s New Chief of 
Cabinet—The Poet Scheffel on His 
Deathbed +The Next Wagner Festi- 
val—The Anti-Socialistic Law—Austria’'s 
Crooked Minister 8f Commerce Dis- 
missed—Pauline Lucca Settles Down at 
Vienna—A Wéell-Paid Cafe Chantant Sing- 
er—The 18th of March at Berlin—Les- 
sing’s Statue—Expulsion of the Poles 
from Upper Silesia—Richard Wagner's 
Memoirs. . 


There appears to be no end of winter in 
Germany. While in the more southern parts 
the last week has brought some local thaws, it 
is holding all Northern Germany firmly in its 
clutches. The cold has been 80 continuous 
that nearly all the seaports on the Baltic are 
firmly frozen, and whole fleets of vessels are 
icebound at Lubeck, Rostock, Weimar, and 
Stettin. The sea between the Isle of Kugen 
and the Continent is so thek covered with 
ice that the heaviest loads pass Over in safety; 
and teu days ago thore was & prospect of the 
Baltic freezing over from Pomerania to Sweden 
—sometbing which is said to have occurred 
only twice before! about two and four centu- 
ries ago. All railroad traffic north of Kiel has 
been stopped for weeks. At Königsberg. in 
Prussia, there bad been the 17th of March no 
mail from Berlin since the 15th, The mail 
service between Denmark and Sweden was en- 
tirely interrupted. Al) railroad traffic in Eastern 
and Western Prussia or Posen bad to be sus- 
pended. Great suffering is experienced among 
the poorer classes of the large cities, espe- 
cially at Berlin, where quite a number of fami- 
lies are obliged to exist on boiled potato-peei- 
ings. The animals of the forest are suffering 
from want of food and quite @ number have 
died of starvation. The hospitable Franciscan 
monks on the Kreuzberg in the Rhoen Mount- 
ains were imprisoned for at least ten days by 
the heavy snowfall of last month, which buried 
even the celebrated brewery of the establisb- 
ment under a drift twenty-five feet deep.

THREE YOUNG LIONS, 


A Boy Cub and His Two Little Sisters, Only 
Twenty Days Old—How the Mother Guards 
Her Young and Paws the Papa When He 
Sneaks Around.

Jenuſe, the African lioness at the Zoo, gave 
birth some twenty days ago at midday to three 
cubs, one male and two females. It was in a 
cage darkened so that every particle of light 
was sbut off, and yesterday afternoon at balf 
past 2 one of the doors was taken down by 
Superintendeut Stevens and a fine view of the 
mother and children presented to the 
Enquirer man. She was lying motionless 
on a hay bed at the rear of the cage, her 
large eyes staring flercely at the intruders. 
The little shavers were eating their dinner. 
She looked dignified and calm. In the adjoin- 
ing cage lay Paul, the father, and he seemed 
to fully realize the new «esponsibility that 
rested upon him. He would walk to the door 
of the cage containing the cubs, look in and 
back out, then quietly lie down by himself. 
The day of their arrival he slowly crawled into 
the cage to see his mate, but he came out 
with a bound and a yell, for Jennie gave bim a 
“wallop” side of the head that was hint 
enough that his intrusion was unnecessary. 
In a few days she picked the boy-lion cub up 
in her mouth and carried it out and laid it be- 
fore ber liege lord and master. He conde- 
scerided to look at it anc backed to the further 
end of the cage. 

Would you like to take them up?“ said Mr. 
Stevens. 

Not if it’s necessary to go in there with the 
old folks.“ 

Tu let them out in the outdoor cage, and, 
pulling up the door, the male lion bounded 
out. closely followed by Jennie, the mother. 
Down siammed the door, and the artist and 
reporter entered the cage and picked up the 
cubs. The boy cub felt as soft asa ball of 
butter, his ears were not over a quarter of an 
inch long, aud bis fat body covered with spot- 
ted yellow, fine soft hair, as softas wool. His 
eyes bad no lion fierceness. He looked and 
feitas Jim Nye once said at a banquet, ** too 
tull for utterance. His body seemed too big 
for his legs, and he seemed iubberiy. He had 
four little teeth—milk_ teeth—no bigger then a 
kitten’s, and about as sharp. He waddied 
along the floor of tne cage, and is his mother's 
favorit, ana it is the only one of the litter 
that she carries around in her moutna, 
holding it by the ‘Shape of the neck as 
a cat curries her kittens. Lionesses carry 
their young from thirteen to fourteen months, 
and they are not weaned for four or five 
months, when they are old enough to polish a 
bone. Her diet is now a quart of fresh milk 
from one cow, nine pounds of good chopped 
beef, and some soft bones, such as neck bones 
of mutton and chicken bones. Jennie is 7 
years old, and this is her fourth litter. The 
others she ate up, or they died from her carry- 
ing them around too much, though Minnie, one 
of ber cubs, in an opposit cage, is nearly 8 
months old, was raised by Bill Halsted on the 
bottle, and is hail fellow well met with a coon 
that climbs up the bars and drops on Minnie’s 
back, and rides, around the cage in fine style. 
She is as large as a Newfoundland dog. 

The most noticeable feature about the lion 
family was the devotion of the mother. Every 
few minutes she turned and licked them. Her 
eyes never left the visitors, whose every mo- 
tion she noticed, and when she came in from 
the outdoor cage after the cubs had been 
handled, she bounded in, and, standing in the 
open door, paused a moment, as if to say, 
something is coming and I knew it. Ske 
went to the cuds and smelt them all, and ap- 
peared satisfied, Feeding-time soon came, 
but she did not appear ravenous, but, coming 
slowly to the front, kept looking back at the 
cubs, and, taking her meat, backed to the rear 
of the cage, lying down with the cubs. When 
they sleep she goes out and lies with the lion. 

Quite in contrast was the conduct of the 
jaguar, which bas a 3-months’ cub in the ad- 
joining cage. While the lioness mother was 
calm contentment and quiet repose the 
jaguar was ceaseless unrest and snariing. She 
would not suckle her cub, and snapped vicious- 
ly when he approached for lunch. she 
knows it’s near feeding-time,’’ says Stevens, 
„and will not let the cub come near ber until 
she has been herself fed. Yet if the cub 
comes near the front of the cage sbe quietly 
paws it back, not being overgentie in ber 
handling. The hon cubs have none of the 
majestic appearance of the lion, no mane— 
in short, they look hke stupid New- 
foundiand pups, with soft, straight, yellow 
instead of curly, coarse, biack hair. The 
chances are in favor of the cubs bem raised. 
They have been kept solongin the dark and 
no disturbance whatever suffered to come near 
the mother, and she appears so quict and ma- 
ternal, that there is every reason for believing 
that they will be reared. Yesterday a young 
female panther was bowling all day for a mate, 
and during the two hours spent at the Zoo her 
hideous yellings never ceased. She takes 
these yelling spells about once a month, and 
when Thompson was in charge they annoyed 
him so when reading that he boxed ber up and 
put ber in the cellar so be could have some 
peace,—Cincinnati Enquirer.

TYNDALL AS A TYPE OF IRISHMEN 
WITHOUT SYMPATHY FOR IRELAND.

Lord and Lady Aberdeen Too Popular to 
Suit the Revolutionists—Davitt’s Free- 
Trade Stand—The Opposition to Home 
Rule—Soldiers and Shopkeepers—Irish 
and English Catholics—Wonten’s Work 
A Notable Will Contest—The Coulson 
Bequest.

Another of the heavy traders is 
‘Billy Lane,’ whom everybody knows, and 
who is going to be a very rich man some day 
or I'm sadly mistaken. James M. or ‘Jimmy’ 
Clifford bas a bead nearly as red as that of Ed 
Bangs, and is the only one who ever enjoys 
the distinction of having his locks spokén of 
in the same breath with those of John 
Lester’s daisy. Jimmy, as everybody 
knows, is badly stage-struck. Whenever 
any of the boys see him at a 
theatre they fight sby of him the next day be- 
cause ther know be'll be sure to repeat halt of 
the performance for their benefit in the inter- 
vais of ding. No one would be surprised to 
see Jimmy guit the floor and go barnstorming 
any day. Thomas C. Deeves is one of the few 
young men with bald heads. He is only 30 or 
thereabouts, but as bald as the Biblical gent 
who got the youngsters eaten up by bears for 
jeering at him. When business drags and 
Tommy comes across the floor with his hat in 
his left band and affectionately stroking bis 
shining pate with bis right the crowd sends up 
au irreverent chorus of Go up, thou baidhead! 
Go up, thou baldhead!’ Then, when he puts bis 
hat on again to bide his infirmity, some 
one is sure to knock it down over nis 
eyes with a bang that gives him an excellent 
panoramic view of the starry firmament on 
bigh. Tommy can be seen any fine afternoon 
perambulating a certain section of the west 
side of State street in search of—he best knows 
what.

‘ABOARD THE “OWL” CAR. 


QUEER CUSTOMERS WHO TRAVEL HOME 
LONG AFTER MIDNIGHT. 


Dignity That Is Oppressive, Shams That 
Are Intolerable, and Hilarity Which the 
Good-Natured Conductor Does Not At- 
tempt to Check—Strange Expertences 
Encountered on Early Morning Trips— 
Laudable Deference of Roysterers to Re- 
spectability. . 

It will be readily admitted by any one who 
has bad a proper opportunity of judging of 
such matters that the term ‘“owl’’-car Is ap- 
propriately applied. Strictly speaking, it 
means any street-car that starts from its down- 
town terminus anywhere between the bours of 
12 midnight and (a. m., bearing homeward a 
more or less generous quota of belated citizens 
whom various causes have served to keep out- 
of-doors until this disreputable season. The 
residents of each of te city’s three divisions, 
however, have their own aceceptation of 
the term as applied to one particular 
vehicle. Tunis is accounted for by the fact— 
lamentable, but none the tess true notwith- 
standing—that there exist certain admittedly 
depraved people whose patronage of these 
nocturnal public conveyances is a regular 
thing. and it is this fact, of course, that has 
gained for these same nocturnal vehicles their 
significant appellation. S0, with West Side 
people the Madison street car that leaves State 
street at 1:40 a. m. daily is their **owi’’ car 
proper; that of South-Siders leave State and 
Madison at precisely the same time, while the 
definition as applied to vehicles bound in a 
northerly direction is not so accurately fixed, 


though the limits car leaving Clark and 
Wasbington streets at 1:55 a. m., being as a 
rule the most generousis patronized, is per- 
haps justly entitled to the distinction. 

It is a curious fact that the loads of these 
three cars, as faras can be observed from 
occasional trips on each of them, are identical 
one with another. Thatis to say, if a patron 
of the State street owl-car could after a ride of 
three or four blocks southward be instantane- 
ously transferred to a seat in the Madison 
street vehicie, at that moment probably cross- 
ing the bridge, he could not discover—so far as 
any bint his surroundmgs would give him— 
that such a transformation had been effected. 
In one corner, huddied into the smallest possi- 
ble space commensurate with a dignified de- 
portment, sits the same disgusted, intensely 
unconvivial citizen whose presence 
there can be honestly attributed 
to nothing more reprehensible than some 
unforeseen social or business encounter that 
has kept bim away from his comfortable fire- 
side in direct autagonism to his own domestic 
inclinations. The fixed expression of mutely- 
virtuous disapproval into which his features 
have resolved themselves bas been carved 
there by the airy, if slightly Dbacchanalian, 
badinage exchanged by the pair of well-dressed 
voutus who, linked affectionately arm in arm, 
sit opposit to him in blissful unconsciousness 
of anything in their conduct that merits blame. 
It not infrequentiy happens, however, in the 
event of the unconvivial passenger's exhibi- 
tion of faciai rebuke bemg more than usually 
marked, that the mirth of the misruided boys 
assumes the phase of a direct reference to 
him and bis lugubrious aspect, in which 
event bis disapproval can no longer be faith- 
fully described as tacit; the storm of con- 
temptuous disgust that gathers upon bis lips 
and brow speaking louder than any words 
could do. His wrath is invariably confined to 
looks, though, and when he is weary of look- 
ing angry be turns in his seat and gazes mo- 
rosely out of the window at the fiwkering 
lamps that seem to bim to flit past with such 
lag@ardiy monotony as the weary horses jog 
dreartly onward. The hilarity of the indis- 
creet youths soon finds a new target under 
these circumstances, and it is not ‘lone before 
the unconvivial passenger is left unmolested to 
his meditations, however gloomy they may be. 

On the same seat with the unconvivial pas- 
senger sitfromtwo to five silent and also 
meditative individuals who, it is easy to dis- 
cover, are members of that unfortunate ciass 
of beings who find it necessary to work at 
night to earn their daily bread. Four out of 
five of these are usually newspaper-men. It 
would not be necessary to make this latter 
statement to those who can gage a feilow 
passenger's intellectual capacity by his ordina- 
ry, everyday appearance. To say that these 
four men are invariably reveling in a condl- 
tion of beastly sobriety would be, to say the 
least, inopportune. The deep thovght and 
other barmiess characteristics portrayed upon 
each countenance renders further comment as 
far as they are concerned unneces- 
sary. The antics of the indiscreet 
boys across the w do not dis- 
commode them a partiele. An earthquake, an 
— ot dynamite on the track. or the ad- 
vent of a woman suffragist they would regard 
with equal indifference. Bitter experience has 
taught them to regard such calamities with 
philosophy, not to say stoicism. 

Perhaps the source of the most general dis- 
tress is the other pair of well-dressed youths who 
occupy a corner diagonally opposit to the un- 
convivial passenger. They are not in the least 
degree intoxicated—far from it. But for one 
of those reasons which only an inscrutable 
Providence can bestow upon an (in this regard) 
intensely curious race. they are endeavor- 
ing to create the impression that they 
are so. The barely distinguishable floss 
of incipient manhood is faintly dawn- 
ing upon the upper lip of each of 
the pair and other signs caiculated to giye 
birth to the idea in the minds of thinking peo- 
ple that the twain are old enougb to know bet- 
ter are not wanting. They gaze with an ex- 
pression of which envy is the chief ingredieut 
upon the legitimately tinsy, two lower down, 
and endeavor, with hideous success, to imi- 
tate their actions. After each of their at- 
tempts they shoot a surreptitious glance 
around to note the effect of their concerted en- 
deavors upon their fellow-passengers, and are 
apparently not a whit disconcerted at the 
stormy indifference with which their united 
idiocy is met. With the ®xcepuon of the weary 
man in the other corner, who, having dropped 
off to sleep, is blissfully unconscions of the 
tragedy of humor being enacted in his 
neighborbood, the characters above described 
abovt constitute the freight of the owl-car on 
Monaay, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and 
Friday pights, Or, to speak more correctly, on 
the mornings following the days mentioned. 

The Saturday-Sunday ow!l-car is distinct from 
those of the preceding nights in the increased 
amount of alcohol on board. Apurt from the 
natural indignation one feels in the contem- 
plation of such a scene the incidents trauspir- 
ing along the journey are often excruciatingly 
funny. Then, too, there is at least the satis- 
faction of knowing that whatever intoxication 
appears to the eye is genuine. The term sat- 
isfaction’’ is used in the sense that a man (save 
the mark!) who simulates § intoxication 
for the saké of appearing tough is ten times 
more deserving of excoriation than one as 
honestly drunk as a kitten that bas been dosed 
with brandy to stunt its growth. The hilarity 
on such occasions frequently reaches a hight 
that brings belated pedestrians to a standstill 
with a smile—not infroquently of envy—on 
their faces. This is most true of the summer 
months, when the picnic season is at its most 
prosperous pitch. The conductor is always 
a good-natured fellow. It would often be 
awkward fur him if he were not. So long as 
his passengers are peaceably disposed towards 
one another he doesn’t kiek at a littie 
high-pressure effervescence. Possibiy it is 
the knowledge of the inevitable sequence 
to which the revellers are doomed that renders 
him so tractabie; possibly, as bis fares occa- 
sionally suggest, he has been there himselt.“ 
But, whatever motive actuates him, his philan- 
thropy remains beyond dispute. 

‘You'd be suprised,”’ remarked the con- 
ductor of an ordinary State street owl-car”’ 
not many nights ago to a TrRiaUNneE reporter, 
‘if you knew how my passengers choose their 
nights for their toots. There is not a drinking- 
man io that car who is sober at this moment— 
and there's only one drunk as I can see—that I 
can’t tell you what nigut is going to see as | ull 
asa goat. You see that solid, respectabie-looking 
man with the big bead and the goid-nandied 
cane? Weil, I'll bet $10 to two dad chestuuts 
that Saturday night sees him as drunk asa but. 
That other man—the thin fellow, wirh a face 
like a handsome corpse—is a 3aturday-nighter, 
too, and you bet your life he's a flyer when he 
gets begun. Nothing meaner than asmali bot- 
tle goes when be cuts his martingale. Queer 
thing about them two fellows. The stout man’s 
an insurancer on La Salle street. Weil fixed, 
too, he is. The other’s a Board of Trader, 
and 1 don't think he’s got much money 
just enough to cut a swash with. 
Well. they bad a fuss about two years since 
about some business matter, and never speak 
during working bours—while they are sober, in 
faci. See them now, sitting on opposit seats 
without one knowing the other’s there? Well, 
when them two fellows gets off on their little 
Saturday-nighter they re bound to come across 
each-other. Then they both torget all about 
their quarrel and go around boozing in cahoots. 
I've seen them sit right on that spot where the 
fat man’s sittmg now, with their arms 
round each other's necks a-huggin’ tach 
other like a wnewly-wedded coupie from 
Michigan City. Under such circumstances 
as that the Board-ot-Trader always gets off at 


Sixteenth street with the fat man, aithough he i 
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fool of bimselt, 
uch trouble as you might expect in that way. 
re was a queer, rattylooking sort of a fel- 
low, quite young, got on bourd with à little 
dog in hie arms one night. He was a tim ia; 
quiet sort o’ chap, and he looked kind o, scared 
at the company he was in, for it was a Satur- 
day night and the car was chuck full o how!l- 
ers. Well, the felléw be sat there modest and 
unassuming, and sure enough a couple o’slureb- 
ers opposit him commenced teasing the dog. The 
animiie winced, and as be did so I seea his mas- 
ter's eyes glitter, and I kind o snuffed mis- 
chief. I didn’t say nothing because | knew the 
twotoughs would get off at Twelfth street, 
and we were passing the panoramas then. Just 
then, though. one o them leaned forward and 
pulled the aoe’s ear till he yelpea, The way 
that feller jumped up and pounded that brute 
over the snoot was a terror. He didn't show 
any fight, but just lay there and let his jags 


thump him till be was tired. Everybody en- 


joyea it. The boy gut of with his dog at 
Twelfth street, too, but I noticed the toughs 
went iu another direction to the one he took. 

„ There's one thmg you oughtn’t to forget 
to say if you're going to write up the owl-cars. 
You can’t bave any idea of the way a party of 
people in which there are two or three respect- 
able women can sober up the worst Saturday 
night load I ever carried. The boys are bad 
enough when they’re oy themselves, and biess 
your heart I never try to check ‘em, and the 
presence of a lot of women that give them- 
selves away by their looks don't stop em any, 
the Lord knows. But let such a nice-lookmg 
party as I mentioned step inside and see the 
way the noise’ll go down. No respectable 
woman, even if she were alone, which wouldn't 
be likely at this time of night, need be afraid 
to ride in my car. I am proud of my boys, 1 
am. : 

„I'd almost forgotten to tell you of a funny 
thing I saw nearlyayearago. There’sayoun 
dude that used to live up on Park row, but 
believe he bangs out on the North Side now. 
He's a big fellow, and has lately taken to sword 
exercise and foils, and all that, to bring out bis 
figger. Weil, one night he got an owl.“ and 
for the first time that I knew I saw there was 
something the matter with him. Couldn't say 
he was drunk, but he seemed sort o' dazed, 
as though he couldn't be sure he was himseif 
without making an affidavit to it. He had a 
paper bag in his Hand with two bananas in it. 
There was a hole iu the bottom of the bag, 
and pretty soon a banana dropped out on the 
floor of the car. He stooped without saying 
anything and picked it up and dropped it 
into the bag. Of course it knocked the other 
one out, and down he went after 
that one also. He kept on dropping 
them into tne bag and solemniy picx- 
ing them off the floor until he got to 
Twelfth street, where he always got off. The 
feller who set next to him bad picked up the 
banana that lay on the floor, and the Park row 
passenger be hunted after it in vain. I waited 
for him to get off, and as he still went on hunt- 
ing 1 called out to bim and asked him if he 
knew he was at his street. Mind your own 
business,’ says ne, kind o’ sharp; ain't going 
to get off till I get my other banana. 
He didn’t seem to dear the other fellows 
laff, but when the car got to Thirty- 
ninth street he was stili looking for 
his other banana. When we stopped he gave 
one last, imgering look under the seat, and 
then gaveasob and wandered off into the 
darkness rubbing bis one banana against his 
cheek and moa um. Lost, lost.“ That's the last 
I've seen of him, but I bear be’s going to get 
married, which oughter teach him to shake 
owl-cars, eh? He was the queerest customer I 
ever struck.“ 


MODERN DETECTIVE WORK. 
: 

How It Differs from the Style in French 
Books—No Honor Among Thieves—The 
Success of Inspector Byrnes of New York. 
New York, April 8.—([Special.|—The best 

advertised man in New York is Inspector 
Byrnes of the New York detective force. He 
is shrewd enough to give interesting and trust- 
wortby information to the press, aud he is a 
born politician, He is weil-built, broad-sbou!- 
dered, of the average hignt, and has a round. 
heavy face. low forehead, protruding cheek 
bones, and a black, stiff mustache. From be- 
ing a sidewak-measurer, as à patrolman is 
sometimes called, be came to be a Sergeant, 
then a Captain, and finally Inspector. 

Somebody asked inspector Byrnes one day 
if he bad ever read the life of Vidoeg, the 
great Parisian detective. No,“ he seid; 
„but I tried to. It's all bloody guff—regular 
French funny business, got up to goose the 
public. If there ever was any such business in 
our line, the day for it has passed by. We 
don’t do any stage-property, dime- novel dis- 
guising nowadays, unless it be to put on a 
beard or shave off a mustache. Nowadays we 
understand the crouks too well to need any 
such contrivance. ‘Tnere’s a job been done: 
it’s such and sucha kind of a job, and it's done 
by an old band or it's clumsy and bungling, as 
ifagreeny bad done it. Well, we've got the 
crooks deud to rights on the different lays. If 
it’s a bit of sneak work, we look around among 
the crooks in that line, find out where they 
are and where they were when the job was 
done. Then we narrow it down to one, and 
when we get the deadwood on him we give him 
the collar. Just so we do it it's a job of any 
Other sort. Each man bas his own line and we 
know the men in each line.“ 

A major part of the detective work in New 
York is based on the fact that the old adage, 
“There is honor among thieves,” is a taisity. 
Certain criminais are under suspicion, a great 
many are under obligations to the detectives 
one way or another; others still are gratui- 
tousiy dishonorable, and make it a business to 
whisper to the police. To these men the detec- 
tives go when they want to discover who did a 
crooked piece of work, or to find out the 
whereabouts of a criminal under suspicion. 
In the pieeon-holes of the District Attorney's 
office are hundreds of papers criminating men 
engaged in crime who are not prosecuted be- 
cause they have political influence or are help- 
ful to the police. It is a sad state of affairs, 
but it is actually so. Then again there are 
horrible dives and dens where vice holds bigh 
carnival every night, and about which the 
newspapers print the most astounding discios- 
ures. They are never closed or raided by the 
police. Do yuu know why? It is because they 
are the adjuncts of the modern detective system. 
Brothelkeepers, rum-sellers, dange-house pro- 
prietors, courtesans, pawubrokers, and thieves 
are all in the detective business under the 
modern system, and it never Was more true 
than it is today that a thief fears his own 
Shadow. Well ne may, and bis own mistress 
also, and his own nearest chum and compan- 
jon. There are Chinamen who bave been 
caught id crime and let go on condition that 
they will help the police in ferreting out other 
criminals in tne Chinese quarter. There are 
Italians whose business it is to destroy other 
Italians and negroes set upon negroes in the 
same way. Truly is Videcg’s an old-fashioned, 
stale, and withered reputation in the light of 
modern detective work. Crime done by crimi- 
nals is easily hunted out and punished. 80 
far the system is effective. But if the crime is 
the actofa man or woman new to wrong- 
dom and unknown to the police and the 
crooks, as was the murderer of Dr. Berdell, of 
pretty Marie Rogers, of Benjamin Nathan, ot 
frail Annie Downey, and the rest of the famous 
unexpiated cases, then murder doesn't out 
at all under the present method. 

I know a very dapper old man who lives in a 
Broadway hotel and dresses and looks like a 
gentieman and a man of 40, though he is a 
wicked old rogue of at least 65. He is rich, 
and is what they call a backer in police 
vernacular—that is, he advances money to 
burglars and thieves who need it to doa job 
that requires fine towls or one in which a bank 
clerk is to be bribed. He backs gambling 
games and lottery offices, and ali that sort of 
thing as well. Ostensibly be is a retired capi- 
talist. He says he made his money in sugar in 
Louisiana before the War. He bas for a fam- 
ily a beautiful, ladylike woman, whom he calls 
his wife, and two lovely little girls, to whom 
be speaks only German in the morning, only 
French in the afternoon, and only English be- 
tween 6-o’clock dinner and bedtime. They are 
good little children and say their prayers at 
his knees whenever be is at home to hear 
them. Now this old man is a great adjunct 
of the machinery of justice. He deals 
with the principal thieves, bargiars, forgers, 
counterfciters, and knaves of all kinds con- 
stantly. Suppose one of them does not deal 
fairly with him—cheats him, quarreis with 
him, blabs about him, takes to drinkmg, and 
becomes ioose-tongued, or does anything that 
makes the old gentieman angry or uneasy. 
Wel, what then? He 1s in jail betore long— 
caught in the act or nabbed for a past offense 
that the police could not at the time throw any 
light upon. 

But true as this is concerning the detective 
methods of today, it is not written to lessen 
the reputation of Inspector Byrnes. There has 

a better work done since be took charge of 


Ahe force than before, and there is far less 


scandal! and less food for scandal about dishon- 
est detectives than there used to be. One re- 
sult of Byrnes’ tremendous reputation is that 
he has to keep it op now he bas got it, which 
is a good thing fom New York after all, 
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PIECE OF THE ITALIAN SCHOOL. 


Its Lovely Arias, Its Striking Choruses, and 
Its Rich Orchestration—Naquet Tells 
How Easy He Would Make Divorce—A 
“Divorce Reception — Admiral Maxse, 
the Radical—Changes at the Francais— 
Jules Ferry and John the Baptist. 


Parts, March 18.—j@pecial Correspondence. } 
—Sig. Verdi bas finished bis opera, ‘‘Tago.” 
He writes that he will come to Paris in a few 
days to make preparations for putting ft on 
the stage here. Why bere, rather than in 
Italy? Because bere he will have a more im- 
portant audience—artistically speaking. Per- 
haps the impending production of Wagner's 
operas bere bas something to do with it, for 
Verdi is jealous and does not wish Germany to 
eclipse Italy as the land of music. Of course, 
any work from Verdi's hand is of interest. But 
this one bas special importance, because it is 
probably the last great work of the last of the 
great Italian composers und comes at a time 
when Italian operas are believed to be passing 
into oblivion. It may be regarded as the finai 
attempt to maintain the prestige of Italy in 
operatic art. Will un be successful? I think it 
has a good chance, Verdi is one of 
the most dramatic of Italian writers. 
He never fell into the tinkling, barrel- 
organ style of Bellini and Donizetti. He has 
manifested, moreover, a steady growth in his 
art. His latest work that has been publicly 
performed is Ada.“ That opera bas com- 
manded the admiration of the worid—even of 
Wagnerites—for its splendid dramatic quali- 
ties. How will lago compare with ft? From 
what I have aiready been allowed to see of it 
I should say it will be as far ahead of Ada“ 
as Ada surpasses ‘‘La Traviata.” The 
orchestration is remarkably rich, and the 
choral work is comparable to the finest mas- 
terpieces of Bach and nandel. There are 
many fine arias and concerted pieces for the 
principal singers. These remind one of the 
most melodious passages in II Trovatore.” 
But they are more dramatic, while equally 
*‘catching.’’ And they form a natural and 
harmonious part of the whole, instead of be- 
ing interjected like the songs among the con- 
versation of a burlesque. I am asked, Are 
there any traces of Wagner’s influence in this 
composition? I should say not. True, it is 
more in the style of the German’s 
works than any other Italian opera. 
But what does that signify? Merely 
that Verdi and Wagner both marched 
toward the same goal, but by entirely inde- 
pendent routes. So they kept coming nearer 
together. But neither had any perceptible in- 
fluence over the other. The respect in which 
Verdi's work comes pearest to the German 
school is in the prominent use of characteris- 
tie musical phrases, or ** motives.” Each lead- 
ing character has one of these, indicative of 
his principal trait. And it is repeated, over 
and over, in every different key whenever he 
is taking part. lago is the incarnation ot in- 
trigue and treachery. A musical phrase ex- 
pressive of those evil passions is assigned to 
him. It is heard im some form in every pas- 
sage he sings, and is repeated dy the orchestra 
whenever he is taking a prominent part in the 
acting. Othello, likewise, is the eni bodiment 
of jealousy. A musical phrase to that effect 
is identified with his part, so that a blind man 
hearing the music would know when he was 
on the stage, or a deaf man seeing bim on the 
stage would know the prevailing character of 
the music. Desdemona is a creature ot faith 
and trust, and an appropriate musical phrase 
is found running all through her part. The 
same is true of Cassio, Emilia, and all the other 
characters. As a spectacular performance the 
work will be very fine. There will be no such 
scenes, of course, as the Brocken dance in 
Faust.“ or the desert storm in the ** Queen of 
Sueba. But the architecture and costumes of 
the age will be reproduced with artistic accu- 
racy and witha lavish splendor seldom ap- 
proached on any stage. The expense of this 
will come almost entirely from Sig. Verdi's 
own purse. But be is so enormously rich that 
he will not mind it. He intends, he says, to 
give his last work a fit setting. One thing only 
troubles him, He does not know where to find 
suitable singers for the principal roles. The 
names most mentioned for Desdemona are 
Mme. Albani and Mme. Sembrich, either of 
whom could fill the part well. For lago, Ga- 
lassi is spoken of, and also De Anna, but it is 
not believed either of them will be secured. 
And Verdi cannot think of a single tenor to 
whom the part of Othello could safely be in- 
trusted. 

You will remember M. Naquet as the ener- 
getic statesman who drew up and successfully 
carried through the Divorce law. It was the 
first great law of the kind France has ever had, 
and, apart from the rigid adberents to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, it has met with very gen- 
eral approval. But M. Naguet is not satisfied. 
He wauts it amended. He has formulated his 
amendment, aud has begun a vigorous cam- 
paign for it. What is the character of the pro- 
posed change? It provides for what you term 
free love,“ pure and simple. That is to say, 
M. Naquet would make it just as easy and 
simple to get divorced as itis to get married. 
In what way? Well, the law as it now stands 
provides that a couple who, by mutual consent 
or collusion, or otherwise, have enjoyed a ju- 
dicial separation for three years may nave 
that separmion turned into an absolute di- 
vorce at the request of either one of them. M. 
Naquet now wants the three years’ 
duration abolished, and divorce to 
be granted immediately upon  separa- 
tion by mutual consent. “Why not?” 
said he, when I conversed with him on the 
topic; hy not mace it as easy to get un- 
married as to get married?“ But.“ said I, 
“should not divorce be granted only for 
cause? Else you endanger the family institu- 
tion.“ Well,“ said M. Naquet, dut the 
mutual wish of both persons is sufficient cause 
for divorce. That does not injure the family 
half as much as the English system. In En- 
land divorcee is only granted for adultery. To 
obtain the divorce one of the two must prove 
the other to have been guiity of adultery. 
That puts a stigma upon the family. I would 
abolish that necessity altogether. Perhaps it 
is adultery, perhaps it is somethmg else; but 
whatever it is, why parade it in public? If 
both are agreed that it is a sufficieut cause for 
their separation, and both are willing and de- 
sirous to be separaicd, why not give them a 
divorce at once, without any fees? You never 
ask folks why they want to get married, do 
you? No. en why ask them why they 
want to be unmarried? One is no more your 
business than the other, Here come Ancassin 
and Nicolette. They want to get married. 
You ask him: ‘Do you wish her for your wife?’ 
res.“ And you ask her: Do you wish bim 
for your husband?!“ Tes.“ ‘Then I pronounce 
you man and wife.’ Very well. You did not 
ask them why they wanted to get marr.ed; 
whether it was for love, or money, or what 
else. Now they come back again in a year or 
so. They want a divorce. You ask him: Do 
you want to be divorced from her?’ Tes. 
And you ask ber: ‘Do you want to be divorced 
from him?’ ‘Yes.’ ‘Then I pronounce you 
divorced.” Why not? Why should you ask 
any questions—whetner Ancassin has been 
flirting with Jeannette, or Nicolette has been 
too loving toward Jean, or whatever else? You 
asked no questions about their coming to- 
gether; why should you ask any about 
their going apart? No; let them 
go without bringing shame upon either.“ 
Certainly this is rather startling, but it does 
not seem improbable that M. Naquet will suc- 
ceed in making it a law. It is a popular 
measure in a large proportion of Paris society. 
Indeed, divorce is a great thing here. I have 
before me at this moment a bandsomely en- 
graved card which reads thus: The pleasure 
of your presence is requested at a reoepuon 
given by Mme. — to celebrate her divorce 
from . ——.” This invitation, I suppose, has 
been sent to all the friends of Mme. — who 
were supposed to side with ber in her dis- 
agreement with M.——. Probably M. —— has 
not received one. But I doubt not that the 
other M. ——, whose intimacy with Mme. —— 
was the chief cause of the divorce, will be the 
most favored guest. I have it! Tue wed- 
ding breaktast bas become a historic social 
mstitotion, Let us give equal rank to the “ dt 
voree-dinner!"” Indeed, it is not improbable 
that such will be the case when M. Naquet’s 
— scheme becomes a law. 

fore this reaches you you will have wel- 
comed an illustrious guest in the person ot 
Admiral F. Maxse of England.

He spent some time bere just 
fore sailing and obtained, I believe, letters of 
introduction from M. Clémenceau to various 
old friends of the latter in New England.

Lighted by gas, the house bas always been in- 
sufferably warm in summertime, The electro 
lamps, giving out littie or no heat, will be a 
grateful change. Originally, this theatre was 
lighted with candles. It was not more, I think, 
than a bund@ged years ago that oil lamps were 
introduced. When it was proposed to intro- 
duce gas there was a great outcry in opposi- 
tion. With such a brilliant illumination it was 
said the tendency would be toward sbowy 
Stage settings and costumes, and voice and 
action would be neglected, However, gas was 
adopted. Thore is little or no objection on any 
store made to electricity, which is to be used 
for stage footlights as well as in the audito 
rium. 

The town has been agog over a painting by 
M. René Vanquelin. It is displayed in a win- 
dow on the Boulevard des Italiens, close by 
Houdin’s Theatre. By day and night it is sur- 
rounded by staring crowds, so that now and 
then the police have to clear a way for those 
who wish to pass along. Whatisthe picture? 
Only a portrait of M. Jules Ferry. But it is 
taken à la John the Baptist; What does that 
mean? This: the head is on a silver charger, 
with blood streaming from the dissevered 
neck. The carved sword used in decapitation 
still clings to the quivering flest. The eyes 
and the muscles and nerves of the face express 
the last agonies of departing life. Altogether 
it is as realistic and as ghastly a bit of work as 
Ihave ever seen, and the public exhibition of 
itis asingenious a bit of vengeance as M. 
Ferry's most virulent foe could desire. M. 
Ferry himself bas been to see it, but in such 
disguise that no one knew him but tae three 
friends who accompanied him. He gazed at 
it in silence for several minutes, then 
turned away without a word, but visibly 
shuddering and quivering in every nerve. His 
friends say he remained pale as a ghost and 
almost speechless for the rest of the day, and 
never bas said a word avout the picture since. 

The time for receiving pictures at the Salon 
has expired. More than 5,000 paintings were 
sent in. Of these a little more than, one-half 
will be accepted for exhibition. M. Vuillefroy, 
the Secretary, thinks that at a rule they are 
barely up to the standard of former years. He 
ise now busy classifying them according to 
styles. He tells me that impressionist or real- 
ist types prevail in the coliection. Nearly 3,000 
engravings, drawings, crayons, and pastels 
have been sentin. Not more than 750 of these 
will be accepted.

THE KILBYS, 


A Maine Family Whe Have Been for Nine- 
ty Years in a Post-Ofiice. 

New York Sun: The mugwumps should call 
for the facts in the case of ex-Postmaster 
Kiiby, just removed from the office at Dennys- 
ville, Washington; County, Me., to make room 
for a Democrat. 

Dennysville is an ancient town near FEast- 
port. The population at the time of the tast 
census was 522. The inhabitants cultivate the 
stony soil of their township for potatoes and 
crab apples, and they farm the sea for hake, 
haddock, and early tomcod. That it is a com- 


munity founded on patriarchal ideas is proved 
by the circumstance that the Postmastership 
has always teen regarded as au hereditary 
office. The primitive simplicity of the people 
in their political relations is showh by the 
election returns. For many years Deunysville 
has contained not more than eight or nine 
Democratic voters. The post-office is worth 
$200 or $300 a year. 

The Lewiston Journal publishes the remarka- 
bie statewent that, previous to the appoint- 
ment of a Democratic Postmaster at Dennys- 
ville, the office had been retained in a single 
family for ninety years. While it may seem 
presumptuous to doubt the accuracy of any 
such assertion in Congressman Dingley’s news- 
paper—so minute and far-reaching is its 
knowledge of neighborhood affairs in tne State 
of Maine—the fact bere alleged is astonishing 
enough to require verification. We have taken 
pains to examine the official records of the 
post-office so far as they are accessible—that is 
to say, for seventy years pack—and we find 
that they support the statement of the Lewis- 
ton Journal in every particular. The office of 
Postmaster at Dennysville has been hereditary 
in the Kilby family for almost a century. 

The tirst twenty years of the Kilby dynasty 
are partly lost in the obscurity that so often 
dims historic beginnings: Tue original Kitbys 
was appointed by President Geotge Washing- 
ton during his’ second term of office. His 
Christian name and the Christian names of his 
descendants who served under Jobn Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson might possibly de dis- 
covered by patient investigation of local rec- 
ords, or by happy accident, In the lumber- room 
of the General Post-Office at Washington. We 
are unable at present to give them to our read- 
ers. The one thing certain is tnat they were 
all true Kilbys. 

What we may term the prehistoric period of 
the Kilby Postmastership ended during the sec- 
ond Administration of President Madison. In 
1816, in obedience to an act of Congress passed 
April 27 of that year, the Government began to 
print an official register of all the officeboiders 
of the United States. The second issue of this 
register was in 1819; since then it has been 
published biennially, gradually increaging from 
the size of a primary school spelling-book to 
the dimensions of an unabridged dictionary. 
We have therefore a complete, unbroken, and 
unassailable record of the Dennysville Post- 
mastership for the last seventy years. From 
the time-stained pages of the earliest edition 
down to the most recent issue of the register, 
the name of some Kilby or other appears in 
8 volume as Postmaster at Dennys ville,

ENTERTAINING A PRINCE. 


Royal Fare of a Certain Kind at Baron Roth- 
schild’s, 

Paris, March 12.—The Prince of Wales bas 
been enjoying himself at Cannes—if at his 
time of life and with his degree of stoutness 
being in a whirl of festivity gotten up by vapid 
idlers can be called enjoyment. He arrived 
here yesterday morning and lunched in the 
afternoon with Baron and Baroness Adolphe 
Rothschild, who live in the Rue le Monceau, 
near the park of the same name, and belong to 
the Neapolitan branch of the great financial 
family. Aboutten years ago Baron Adolphe 
withdrew from business on a capital of $16,- 
000,000. He is a great book-fancier and his 
wife has a passion for bric-A-brae. Their house 
is stored with autique furniture and they have 
a spacious saloon consecrated to furniture 
which belonged to Mme. de Montespan. The 
tables and cabinets are in Bubl workmanship 
executed by the artistic artisan who created 
the style. At the end of this drawing-room 
was a stage prepared for Mile. Milly Myers, a 
singer of the Théo genre, who warbies at the 
Nouveautes Theatre, and for Mile. Réjane of 
the Vaudeville, who is both a sparkling actress 
and a singer of light chansons. 

All the floral decorations were orchids. The 
different branches of the Rothschilds family 
sent tne wealth of their orchid houses to 
brighten up splendidly the reception-rooms of 
their kinsman. The Prince sat at a table be- 
tween the hostess and the Comtesse Aimery de 
la Rochefoucauld. To give her precedence, it 
was arranged that the Princess de Wagrum and 
the Duchess de Grammont should drop in to 
lunch when all the others were at table. Ac- 
cording to an old court rule a Duchess bas the 
precedence of all other grades of titled ladies 
not belonging to the royal family; and the 
grandmother of Prince de Wagram was 
daughter of a King of Bavaria, while bis motb- 
er was a Murat ot the royalized bouse of Na- 
ples and the imperialized bouse of France 
through Caroline, sister of Napoleon. 
ess Adolphe was in gray brocade, semi-low at 
the neck, and wore ber famous pearis. The 
Countess Aimery, a delicate bionde priding 
herself on ber Hkeness to Marie Antoinette, 
was in garnet velvet fhade in the Marie An- 
toinette style, with a deep fall of old lace on 
the India muslin kerchief that half hid her 
shoulders and bust. Her coiffure was 
composed of lightly-powdered hair and a 
broad-brimmed hat worn on the side of the 
head’ and trimmed with flowers. 

The Marquise Hervé St. Denis was in bright 
blue and biack. She isa fair Austrian Jewess 
ana the wife of a venerable protessor of Ori- 
ental languages. Somehow she bad managed 
to cut a great dash in “ie high lite,“ although 
she has to pay for the luxury in which she 
lives by the sale of pictures which she paints. 
The curious thing is that they are not quoted at 
any picture dealer's, and | am not aware that 
any of them bave ever found their way 
into the salon. What is too extraordinary is 
bow she finds a moment’s time to pamt, there 
being no fashionabie féte at which she is nota 
prominent figure.

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SOUTH PARK’S BIRTH AND GROWTH. 
TO GREATNESS AND BEAUTY. 


Men Who Have from Time to Time Held 
the Reins of Government—Cost of the 
Land and Extensive Improvements That 
Are Contemplated. 

The first Commissioners appointed under the 
act creating the Soutu Park Board estimated 
the value of the lands designated in the Park act 
at $1,865,750. Tnis price was arrived at, as set 
forth ia one of the reports, “after diligent in- 
quiry into the value.“ The Commissioners 
afterward came to increase their estimate, 
being empowered to “revise, enlarge and 
correct’’ it by an amendatory act passed in 
1871, when the lend was valued at $3,320,000. 
The fact is, that after it had been determined 
to establish the park the designated property, 
as all surrounding property greatly appre- 
ciated in value. By the ena of 1876 
the Commissioners had acquired title 
to about 1,045 acres of the 1,838.44 
acres of land comprising the area of the 
parks and boulevards. That was the state- 
ment made at the time, but often since dis 
puted, Previous to Jan. 1, 1871, $1,753,216 had 
been paid for lands. By December, 1878, 
$2,850,621 had been paid. In December. 1880, 
the total reached $3,169,595. At the end of last 
November $3,428,184 had been expended “on 
account of land.“ This, as will be seen, ex- 
ceeds the revised and enlarged estimate. It 
would bave been much larger but for the sturdy 
opposition of the commission during the 
last six or eight years to the payment of qums 
awarded by juries under the Land-Condemna- 
tion act of 1852. The history of two or three 
of these transactions will serve to show how 
attempts made to mulect the public through the 
commission have been successfully met and 
defeated. The annual report for 1880 gives the 
history of the acquirement of me Colehour 
tract of eighty acres in what is now called 
Jackson Park. In March, 1875, a jury awarded 
$5,750 an acre for the tract; a new trial was 
bad, and in December the following year the 
verdict was for $3,050 an acre. Still this was 
thought too much, and a new trial was de- 
manded and granted. The verdiets— the new 
trial was on the qugstion of assessments on 
separate forties—agpregated $147,254 for the 
whole eighty acres, or about $1,840 per acre. 
This amount was accepted ana paid. For a 
schoo! lot, less than acre on the west side of 
Washington Park, a jury awarded $28,510; a 
jury on a second trial awarded $29,440; a third 
trial reduced the vaiue to $21,481. Even 
this amount was deemed excessive, and 
tne board finally compromised with the 
mule-headed school directors for $18,000 
—tbhe amount offered in the first instance, 
It would be tedious to go over the history 
ef the notorious Kerr-Phillips tract in detail. 
Briefly, as far as the price the Commissioners 
were expected to pay for it, the history is this: 
Ajury io the United States Circuit Court in 
18883 awarded $350,000 as the value of this tract 
of 111 acres in 1870, or about $3,153 per acre. 
Phillips had made a bona-fide sale, as he be- 
lieved, to the first Commissioners at 8800 per 
acre. The land is very largely low and marshy, 
The Park Board acquired high and dry land 
about 1870 at $1,250 per acre. The Commis- 
sioners appealed from the verdict, which they 
designated astonis ung.“ Aue trial was 
granted, and in December, 1884, a jury before 
Judge Gresham fixed the value at $1,400 per 
acre, making the aggregate with interest for 
the whole tract $284,785, while the aggregate 
with interest of the verdict of the previous year 
was $627.750. The Supreme Court confirmed 
the verdict of Judge Gresbam’s court during 
the week, as stated and explained in Tue 
TRIBUNE. No wonder the Commissiovers 
in their report for 1883 intimate that juries are 
somewhat governed by prejudioes in arriv- 
ing at verdicts, and do not always rely on the 
dictates of common sense. The commission 
deserves very great credit for having so stoutly 
resisted the efforts at extortion resorted to 
by owners in this as in other cases. 
All the lands within the limits of th® parks have 
now been legally acquired at a cost of about 
$3,600,000, considerably more than the re- 
vised and enlarged estimate, and twice as 
much as the first one, but nis cheap at the 
price, after all. It bas cost the taxpayers 
rather heavily, but their property bas been 
enormously enbanced in value by the expendi- 
ture. They have bad tenfold returns for 
ever dollar spent in this way, and they will 
certainly reap still further advantages. Prop- 
erty continues to appreciate in all the South 
Chicago, Hyde Park, ana Lake region, and the 
parks have undoubtedly constituted the larg- 
est element of appreciatica. 

EXPENDITURES AND TAXATION. 

Owing to the confused character of the finan- 
cial statements of the early reports it is not 
very easy to determine bow much money was 
spent each year during the first ten years of 
the commission. There is a cleur statement of 
the total, however, in the report for 1880, 
from which it appears that there were paid 
during the decade:

The bonded debt of the commission at the 
end of 1878 was $1,507,000. By the end of 1880 
this had been/reduced to $822,000, and & portion 
refunded at a lower rate interest—$107,000, 
at 5 per cent. fluancial affairs seemed to 
have been in a bad muddle in 1876, 1877, and 
1878. Matters began to look better in 1879, and 
since then have grown brighter. The bonded 
indebtedness bas continued to decrease from 
year to year since. The Commissioners, in 
their last report, issued last December, state 
the bonded debt to be $537.000, and refer with 
pardoaabie pride to the fact that in six years 
the debt reductions had been $916,000, and that 
there is no floating debt. They go on to say 
that if the policy thus pursued is persisted in 
ail of the bonded debt due in ‘91, 98, and 
1900 can be discharged at maturity. All the 
special assessments for park purposes have 
been up. The only exvense of the parks 
for the future will be for maintenance and im- 
provement, and to meet the comparatively 
small interest on the bonded indebtedness. 
Sufficient and more isin the treasury or im- 
mediately available to the credit of the land 
fund to pay for the Phi'lips tract, even 
should there be a higher price awarded than 
at the last trial, which is scarcely probable. 

ne money to the credit oi the land account 
is not allowed to lie idie, bowever. As utilized 
by the Commissioners it brings in nearly $5,000 
annualiy. Whatever money may be necessary 
for the future of the parks can be raised under 
the taxation privilege of the general park law. 
Last year the amount raised by taxation was 
about $330,000—including back taxes it was 
$331,571; the preceding year it was but $325,- 
075. This will be about the average for some 
years to come, and as it is assessed on all the 
property of the South Town of Chicago and the 
growing and prosperous Towus of Hyde Park 
and Lake, it will be scarcely felt by any indi- 
vidual taxpayer. The report of the comwmis- 
sion for last year cieariy sets forth the finan- 
cial history of the South Farks since the or- 
ganization of the board, ana is given below 
witbout considerable abridgment:

about 100 acres A improved; 
over 100 acres artifictaily-formed 
lakes ‘and lagoons; and about 5600 
acres of wunimproveti land. Then there 
are besides fine stables, which b&ve been the 
admiration of every horseman who has ever 
visited the park and which have been recom- 
mended by Baron von Steuben us models for 
German cavairy stables; 106 borses, with har- 
ness, wagons, sprinkling carts, phaetons: al! 
the necessary implements for the improvement 
and maintenance of an extensive purk system 
—store-rooms, phaeton stations, boats, dredges, 
steam-rolliers, tracks, bose, iawn hydrants, and 
lawa mowers—a rolling stock, 60 to speak, 
whose appraised valuauon is about $700,000, 
The park conservatory, which is one of the 
finest in America, if not the finest, is another 
most vaiuable piece of property and deserves 
special mention. It is splendidly arranged, 
tastefully, carefully, and economically man- 
aged, and contains perhaps the finest collection 
of rare plants to be found in this latitude in 
America. The varieties of the paim, fern, 
moss, and cactus and rbododendron families 
ure specially notable. There are in all some 
27,000 varieties of plants and floWers in the 
conservatory and greenhouse. In the season 
these are distributed over the park and along 
the boulevards, and are the subject of praise 
and admiration pot only from the general public 
but from leading connoisseurs in floriculture 
and landscape decoration. The florist, Mr. Fred- 
erick Kanst, who has been in the service of 
the commission for nearly a score of years, and 
who is also the forester of the park and has 
charge of the nursery, bas been complimented 
in nearly every yeariy report for the zeal, dis- 
cretion, and taste with which he has discharged 
his duties, at the smallest possible qutiay. The 
total area of the flower-beds last year was 
60.782 square feet. The nursery, which is 
located in the narrow strip of ground connect- 
me Washington with Jackson Park, called ths 
Plaisance, bas furnished nearly all the young 
trees for the parts of the park under improve- 
ment last year, and will in the future meet all 
demands for such purposes. It will be there- 
fore a source of great economy in the park 
management. 

There may have been too lavish expenditure 
in the management of the park in the past— 
such expenditure is almost inseparable from 
the inception of all great public works—but 
taken in the bulk, as has been already stated. 
there is no doubt that the taxpayers kave re- 
ceived more than an é@quivalent for their 
money, not only in recreanon and enjoyment, 
but in the added value of their real property, 
and in the knowledge that they have contrib- 
uted towards adding its present most attractive 
feature to Chicago. 

POPULAR CRITIOISMS. 

It would searcely be fair to the public or to 
the Commissioners not to say that there are 
many features of the management which are 
freely criticised. This is inevitable in the case 
of the South Park, which bas sometimes been 
designated the rich man's and the horse-own- 
er's pleasure- ground. The tendency therefore 
is to deprecate further boulevard extension. 
Nearly the whole of the work originally con- 
templated in this direction has deeu done, and 
the most active members of the board are dis- 
posed now to pay moreattention to the recrea- 
tion pians of the projectors of the park. 
Enough bas in good truth been done in the 
South Park for those who ride in carriages. 
Let the million whocannot afford to do so have 
a chance. It is urged that as boulevard exten- 
sion ie made by special assessment on abut- 
ting property-owners this will not interfere 
with the park work. But after the boulevard 
is completed then comes the task of policing 
and maintaining, The costof the maintenanve 
of Michigan boulevard is a very considerable 
item of the expenditures of the commission. 
The more accessible parts of the park ought 
to receive more attention. It goes with- 
out saying that the most popular 
teatures of the park are those which the mil 
ion mayenjoy. These are. many, to be sure, 
and for the most part they are accessible. The 
already completed portion of Jackson Park is 
enjoyed by tens of thousands every summer 
Sunday largely on avcount of its being on the 
luke shore. It will become more and more en- 
joyable each year as its wooded region grows 
towards folilaged maturity and as the boating 
facilities of ‘the lagoon are enlarged and the 
lagoon itself extended, The finely-wooded re- 
gion in the northwestern and western parts of 
Washington Park are scenes of the keenest 
enjoyment for the fagged-out people of the 
workmeman's portion of the South Town and 
tor thousands from the Town of Lake. Drexel 
boulevard, particularly the northern portion, 
with its rustic seats, its sbrubs and its flowers, 
will ever be a favorit retreat of the people of 

and of the old Cloaverville portion of 
the South Town. Even the Br dgeport 
people enjoy with the keenest relish the 
two circumscribed pleasure grounds of the 
Brighton Park, which the Commissioners have 
utilized to the utmost. Wien Loog Joha’s 
twenty acres adjoining are added, through 
chat gentlemau's anticipated munificence one 
of these days, and when it is converted intoa 
people's park, the people's enjoyment will be 
greater. The only drawback So far to the South 
Parks has been their inaccessibility to the 
masses. Every acoessible place of enjoyment 
in them is a favorit and a popular resort. The 
establishment of the phaeton system has done 
much to bring all within reacn. It will no 
doubt be the aim of the Commissioners for the 
future to multiply those facilities and to fall in 
with the people's idea. A great deal has been 
done during the last four or five years in this 
direction. Scrcely anything had been done pre- 
viously, and it is only fair to say for the Com- 
missioners that they have been sorely embar- 
rassed by many cireumstances, litigation, 
the completion of boulevard improvements 
rendered necessary by earlier projectors, 
a desire not to overtax the people, and many 
other causes. The present Commissioners, 
tuke them all in all, are an excellent body of 
men. They rescued the affairs of the park from 
the very verge of bankruptcy and placed them 
on a solid financial basis. They have been 
economical in their expenditures, careful in 
their management, and bave catered admirably 
to the public amusements. They have added 
to the attractive features of Chicago, as far as 
strangers and visitors are concerned, and they 
bave done perbaps what is better—set an ex- 
ample of honest and economical application of 
the people's money, Which may not be lost on 
other public bodies of Chicago and vicinity. 
But the public looks for much more. The 
popular features projected by the originators 
for Washington Park, the deer park, the 
homestead, the musical pavilion, the trellised 
seats, and the enlargement of the zovlogical 
coliection, are all looked for, and no doubt will 
all come in good time. or as soon as the exigen- 
cies of the Commissioners and the taxpayers 
will permit. 

The Park Commissioners now are Messrs. 
John R. Walsh, the well-known banker; John 
B. Sherman, Superintendent of the Union 
Stock-Yards Company; Louis Wahl, a popular 
German-American capitalist; M. J. Russell of 
the Chicago Herald, and William Best of the 
firm of Best & Russell. Mr. Best succeeded 
Mr. Bernard Callaghan afew weeks ago. Mr. 
John R. Walsh is President of the board, Mr, 
Russell is Auditor, Meiville W. Fuller attorney, 
and Capt. Thomas Brenan Treasurer. |

Where the Objection Comes From 
Success of the System in Other Cities. 

At the meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion March 10 this resolution was introduced: 

Resolved, That, in view of the fact that the sub- 
ject of manu “ining is claiming general atten- 
tion from fic educators, and that it has already 
been incorporated in the public schoo! systems of 
several American cities, the Committee on Text 
Books and Course of Lystruction be requested to 
investigate and report as to the advisability of in- 
Cludum the said subject in the course of instruction 
for the several high schools of the city. 

This resolution was adopted unanimously. 
The committee to whom it was referred will 
probably report on the subject at the next or 
at least an eariy meeting. 

The motive of the author of the resolution, 
he says, was to set his colleagues to thinking 
about and investigating the subject. There 
had been a good deal of loose talk among the 
members about the matter, but the majority 
seemed to have to definit idea as to what 
should be done—whether the project as indi- 
cated by the resolution was feasible or not. 
Two or thrée members, including Mr. Doo- 
littie of the Text-Book Committee, 
favored manual training in the public 
schools, he knew. That probably 
influenced his course in having the subject re- 
ferred as directed by tne resolution. For his 
own part Mr. Clark is heartily in favor of the 
experiment. There is an opportunity, and be 
is Satisfied that the experiment will be a suc- 
cess. His connection witii the establishment 
of the Chicago Manual-Training School and 
bis observation of the workings of that institu- 
tion convinced him on this point. He was 
aware that there would be criticism of the idea 
of confining the experiment to the high 
schools, but it should be remembéred f[t was 
an experiment; If it succeeded to the public 
satisfaction it could be extended to other 
schools of the ¢ity. The high-school buildings 
would, however, afford the largest facilities 
for the experiments. There are vacant rooms 
in the new North Division and the new 
South Division High Schools, where the 
usual course of study in a manual- 
training school could be conducted without 
interfering with the academic work of the 
schoois. The light was ample in those vacant 
rooms for the work to be done, and the ex- 
pense of fitting tnem up as workshops for car- 
pontery. wood-carving, wood-turnine, pattern- 
making, etc., and of providing for the necessary 
tools would be very light. If the experiment 
of the first year proved a success, of which he 
had no doubt, there would be little difficulty in 
providing worksbops in suitable localities con- 
venient to the high schools for the experiment 
of the second and third years. He bad been 
assured by Dr. Belfleld, who bad been tor sev- 
eral years a most successful Principal of one of 
the city high schools, that manual training 
would not interfere with the academic advance- 
ment of pupils. In fact, if anything be thought 
that the judicious combination of the manual 
with the mental part of this educational work 
tended to better success in both. 

WHAT DR. BELFIELD SAYS. 

Dr. Beifield; who has so successfully con- 
ducted the new manual-training school and 
who is looked upon as an orthodox authority 
on the subject, corroborated Mr. Clark. His 
experience is that the manual trainme does 
not interfere with the meutal and inutel- 
lectual advancement of pupils. He would not 
be afraid that in a competitive examination on 
the subjects of the ordinary three-year higb- 
school course bis classes would not make as 
good ashowing as the pupils of the public bigh 
schools, where there was no such thing as man- 
ual training. He had a long experience in the 
high schools of the city and he thought he 
could speak with some authority. His pupils 
spent one hour each day in the study of me- 
chanical and architectural drawing, and part 
of the first year in frec-hand drawing and 
two hours in the workshop as a basis for 
the more advanced work. His judg- 
ment was that some form of manual 
training should go hand in hand with 
book-teachbing, 80 to say, but it was time 
enough to euter the workshop at tue age of 14 
or thereabouts. His experience ot over two 
years in the training school thoroughiy con- 
firmed bim in the opinions on this subject 
which be had heid for many years, though 
sometimes not without misgivings as to their 
correctness. The manual training was at the 
same time a mental training. It required 
thought to perform the operations, and in dis- 
cussing the principles on which they were con- 
ducted be could not unde:stand why the inte- 
lect was not being cultivated. The aim of his 
school, or any school established on the same 
plan—of what was called masual training ’’— 
in connection with this subject was not to 
teach any particular trade, but to 80 prepare 
the pupil that he could readily acquire some 
one of many trades. He is clearly of opmion 
that manual training in convection with the 
publie schools is feasible, practical, and would 
be of the highest advantage. 

Mr. James R. Doolittle Jr., the Chairman of 
the Text-Book Committee, is an enthusiastic 
supporter of the new education, as its oppo- 
nents derisively call it sometimes, but, as he 
is to pass judgment on the result of investi- 
gations, he will not prejudge the case. He has 
invited an expression of views concerning the 
proposed innovation from the most prominent 
advocates of manual training, also the views 
of those who are hostile to it. Mr. Stewart, 
another member of the committee, is reported 
to be hostile to the proposal, but he refuses to 
express himself on the subject. The mat- 
ter was referred to the committee of which 
he is a-member for investigation. It would be 
improper for him to express an opinion before 
he heard the evidence on both sides, he says. 
The committee have invited others to give 
their ideas ou the subject. He will wait untii 
be has carefully considered those before he 
decides what to do. It is the intention to call 
before the committee Mr. Ham, Mr. R. 
T. Crane, Dr. Belfield, Mrs. Murray F. Tuley, 
and others who have interested them- 
selves in this question for an interchange of 
views. Then the committee wiil report. 

The main objection comes from some of the 
high-school teachers who think that the man- 
val training will interfere with the 
academic studies, and from the econo- 
mists of the board—they are few—who 
are afraid of the cost. The latter say—and to 
a great extent they are right—that too much is 
now attempted in the schools; that the tend- 
eocy of the board is to adopt every new edu- 
cational fad, thus piling up expenses not 
only without protit to the pupils, but with 
positive loss, as it directs their attention from 
tue useful studies. Ine average time of school 
attendance is but four years—and that sbould 
be utilized in acquiring a fair knowledge of the 
three R’s, they say. They also hold that the 
manual trainmg as proposed will be for thuse 
who will not need to utilize it. The sons 
of the mechanic, of the artisan, and the 
small dealer are taken from school be- 
fore they arrive at the high-school stage; 
tne sons of wealthy parents will be the sole 
beneficiaries. While this is measurably true, 
it is probable that if manual training formed 
part of the bigh-school course the sons of the 
humbler classes of citizens would try to re- 
main longer in school—the manual-training 
course in the high school would be a stimulus 
to effort in the grammar grades because of the 
desire to reach the upper school and an in- 
centive to economy and sacrifice on their pa- 
rents’ part for education’s sake. Ambitious 
boys would not so readily leave schoo! during 
the grammar-grade periods, as they do now, to 
become messengers, bell- boys, office-boys, and 
runners in mercantile houses, or operators on 
miserable wages in petty factories; they would 
remain to require the rudiments of a trade. 
The lady teachers in the public schools now 
are largely drawn from the bhumbler ranks of 
life. They were enabled in many cases to 
complete their high-school education at the 
expense of great sacrifice and almost heroic et- 
fort on the part of themselves and their per- 
ents. The prize of teachership was the stim- 
ulus to exertion and the incentive to sacrifice, 
Mr. Clark well expresses the conclusions of 
those who argue in this way. He says: I be- 
lieve that if manual trainimg were part of our 
high-school program, our bigh schools would 
now be as crowded as our grammar and pri- 
mary schools are. 

The objections of the bigh school teachers 
were well met by Dr. Belfield, bimseif one of 
the most successful bigh school teachers of 
America, when he said recently: My pupils 
have been neither exceptionally brilliant nor 
unusually well fitted on entering, yet their 
academic work compares well in quantity and 
quality with that of corresponding classes in 
other high schools, notwithstanding that three 
hours are daily devoted to laboratory work and 
drawing. While this work makes a demand on 
brain as well as muscie, it is a rest from 
the old régime routine and seems not 
to impede progress in purely intellectual 
exercises. The effect on health 
of pupils’ laboratory exercises was not a sub- 
ject of observation or inquiry with me until 

my attention was directed to it by parents, 


| several of whom stated thas their sons nad 
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ambitious boys ve 8 
slight effects of overwork; three have been 
eo sed wholly or partly from forging, their 
ogee being unable to endure the light and heat 
of the fires.” 

Of course, the adovtion of manual training 
would drive out some ot the quack studies. 
But in vulgar pariance what is the matter with 
a course of high-school studies like the follow- 
ing, which is the one in operation at the Chi- 
cago Manual-Training School:

The boy who masters the above program is 
well equipped for life, and in this age when, 
from one cause or another, apprenticésh!p 
seems to be ataing of the past, such an edu- 
cation is almost necessary to success. The 
main objection, after all, is the one of econo- 
my; and the Board of Education, if it only 
contrived, might save in other things, say from 
the teaching of foreign languages, and the 
pretense of teaching music and ornamental 
drawing, and the latest study.,“ calisthen/cs, 
much more than enough to meet all the er- 
penses of manual training. One branch of 
manual training—mechanizal and arcnitectural 
drawing—is taugbt, and well taught, now in the 
higb schools by Prof. Hamstein. The loft- 
floors of the new school buildmgs, as sug- 
gested by Inspector Stensland, might be util- 
ized for work in wood for the grammar schools. 
They are sufficiently lighted for that purpose, 
School-Architect Flanders says, and, in view 
of the manual exercises, the calistherics, 
dumb-belis, clubs, and cross-bars might be dis- 
pensed with. 

The experiment gf manual training in con- 
nection with the public schools elsewhere has 
been successfal. In Boston, which after all 
leads educationally in America, it is a pro- 
nounced success. In that city boys from the 
grammar schools are admitted to its advan- 
tages, and some of the giri pupils have re- 
ceived instruction in certain details of manual 
work. A novel feature of the Boston work is 
the cookery department for girls. A pbilan- 
tbropic lady—Mrs. Augustus Hemmingway— 
devoted much time and means in experimentmg 
with the cookery department before she rec- 
ommended it in connection with the public 
schools. The experiment was so successful 
that on tha streneth of ber report the School 
Board has asked for an appropriation of $6,000 
for a cookery school. A manua)-training 
school in connection with the public schools 
has been established in Philadelphia, and 
needlework is systematically taught to the 
girls in the public schools. Baltimore, which, 
by the way, was the firsc city to 
connect manual training with the public 
system, has an excellent school, established 
by an ordinance of the Council in 1883. It has 
proved a great success. Some form of man- 
ual training exists in all the departments of 
the New Haven schools. Among the other 
cities that have such institutions in connec- 
tion with the public-school system are Toledo, 
Omaha, Gloucester, Mf&ss., at the Normal 
Schoo! at Engiewood, and at Peoria, III. In 
Moline, III., a modified form exists, based on 
premiums offered for work done out of school. 
In New York, whose public-school system is 
not up to the advanced standard of the times, 
in the absence of any encouragement from the 
School Board private parties have established 
training schools, known as the New York 
Trade Schools,’’ where plumbing, bricklaying, 
fresco-painting, stone-cutting, plastering, pat- 
ternmaking, scrol|l-sawing, eto., are taugbt on 
a semi-solentific system. It is not, however, 
the purpose of the advocates of manual train- 
ing to urge the teaching of trades in schools, 
but to so accustom pupils to the use of tools 
and methods of work that they will have littie 
difficulty in becoming masters of some trade 
should their inclination and their necessities 
point in that direction. Mr. Ham, in his arti- 
cle in Harper’s Monthly, says: 

The progress of manual training in the ,United 
States during the last few years has b very 
great, whether it be considered from the stand- 
point of the growth of public sentiment on the 
subject or from that of its introduction to existing 
schools, public and private, and the establishment 
of independent schools. It is in some form in cer- 
tain of the schools of twenty-five of the States of 
the Union, and there are at least forty educational 
institutions in the country where it is made part of 
the course of instruction. The character of the 
schools into which manual training has been intro- 
duced is varied. The range is from the most noted 
colleges and universities in the land to the public 
schools of small cities. 

Supermtendent Howland, who is usually 
very conservative, said he had no doubt that 
the experiment would be made with success 
bere at an early date. Public sentiment was 
in favor of it, and there was little doubt that 
in time manual training would be part of the 
public educational work in all large cities. In 
the smaller towns it would not be tried. In 
them, as in the older towns of New England, 
the American boy as he grows up will take a 
turn at everything. At one time he will work 
on the farm, then again he will find employ- 
ment in the carpenter's or the blacksmith’s 
shop. One day he will help in the erection of 
a frame building, the next he may make 
a sied, and the third may flud him 
helping a neighboring cooper. The 
proverbial ingenuity of the Yankee 
can be accounted for by his varied occupation 
while yet.a youth. In the big cities, gowever, 
there is little chance for experimenting. The 
city boy cannot exercise bis mechanical fac- 
ulty. Superintendent Howland thought the 
difficulty in Chicago would be to secure the 
necessary buildings for the purpose of the ex- 
periment. The lofts in the new buildings and 
the basements in the old might answer for 
some purpose, but some buildings with steam 
power would be needed. One of the buildings 
adjoining the old high school on Monroe street, 
which is rather centrally located, might be 
used for experimenting in. It would be use- 
less, as it would be improper and dangerous, to 
begin with pupils until they are about 13 years 
of age. Their muscles are not sufficiently de- 
veloped before that period to make it safe to 
experiment with them. It might be well, how- 
ever, to give the boys of the highest grade of 
the grammar schools achance. That manual 
training will form part of the public educa- 
tional system of Chicago at an carly date be 
thought was entirely probuble. 

The Text-Book Committee will probably re- 
port at the next meetiug of the board. There 
will no doubt be a majority and a minority re- 
port. Then the discussion on the subject will 
fairly begin.

It is asacred soil, not to the silly-minded 

crowds who yearly flock bither, guide book in 
band, to do Rome” in a week, or to the cold 
critic or the bigot who has no difficulty in be- 
lieving that the Castor and Pollux with the 
bronze borses on the Quirinal are the work of 
Praxiteles but who will cast aside as unworthy © 
of serious consideration the unanimous and 
unbroken testimony of all ages, from that of 
St. Ireneus—A. D. 180—relative to the im- 
prisonment, the trial, the martyrdom, and 
burial bere in Rome of the two great Apostles. 
I have no such doubts to chill my faith, al- 
though I have done my best to study well the 
history of Christian Rome; and I am in no 
haste to get through my pilgrimage to Kome’s 
holy places, and my studies of their monu- 
ments and memories. 

The other day I met with the journal of an 
English tourist in Jtaly—fair-minded enough 
on the whole, but who scouted the whole tra- 
dition respecting the Aposties, because their 
bodies are said to repose both in St. Paul's 
outside the walis, and in the crypt ot St. 
Peter's. Any well-informed person could have 
told this flippant writer that the carefully pre- 
served traditions of the Roman Cauroh say that 
St. Peter was first buried on the Janiculam, 
near the scene of bis crucifixion, and thar 
St. Paul was buried on the Ostian Road, at the 
place of his martyrdom, and where now arises 
the magnificent church calied after dim. 

St. Gregory the Great tells us that they were 
taken from their restmg-place and buried to- 
te chor in tne Catacombs of St. Sebastian. Thi 
is entirely in accerdance with what the inode 
ancient Roman Calendar, published by Ba- 
cherius, states—namely: their solemn 
festival was held at these catacombs June 29 
of each year, the day of their martyrdom, gc- 
cording to Eusebius, the most ancient church 
historian. 

After Constantine’s edict of freedom of con- 
science the remains of St. Paul were brought 
back to their former burial-place on the cathe 


- 
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Way, and those of St. Peter were buried oa the 
Vatican Hull, on that part of the Circus 
Nero where he bad so cruelly tortured and put 
to death many Christians, as Tacitus mentions. 
Tuis spot, on which so much Christian blood 
flowed, the theatre of so much supernatural 
heroism, was the fittest place in which the two 
men who had withstood the tyrant and up- 
braided him to his face with his cruelty an 
monstrous vices should forever repose to- 
gether till the Resurrection dawn. 11 

In after years one-half the body of St. Peter 
was taken to St. Paul's and buried by the side 
of his glorious companion; and one-h the 
body of St. Paul was taken from his t and 
buried in the Vatican by the side of St. Peter. 
The heads of both Aposties are in St. Jobn’s 
Lateran, the Cathedral of Rome, and the church | 
first in dignity of tne Catholic world. 

The spot beneath the dome of St. Peter’ 
where tbe relics of the martyr Apostles rep 
in death has been for more than eighteen centu- 
ries the centre and the heart of the Chris 
world. Formeriy, and before the erection o 
the present subiime church edifice, the only en- 
trance to the crypt, with its ‘*grottoes”’ 
catacombs, was from the floor above, 
through the stairway around which the ninety- 
six lamps burn night and day. Since the con- 
struction of the dome of Michael Angelo the 
ordinary way to the crypt, with the tomb or 
“confession’’ of the Aposties, is through @ 
circular staircase madeinone of the | 
pillars of the dome, the entrance being 
the colossal statue of St. Veronica. 

I shali now invite the reader with me te 
early mass in the subterranean Chapel of the 
Confession. It is impossible to convey by any 
mere description any idea of the impressive- 
ness of the interior of St. Peter's, either at 
evening, just as the sun is setting behind the 
ridge crowned by the Vatican or the Janicu 
lum, or at dawn, when the first splendors o 
morning stream across Rome from the eastern 
mountains and flood the Palace of the Popes 
and the towering mass of St. Peter’s with their 
golden radiance. The silence, the vastae 
the harmonized magnaificences of the place, — 
soaring dome, with its rank upon rank 
heavenly images, and the sort light of 
to the interior sense is like a fragrance of all- 
blended sweetness—ail combine to make the 
soul fancy it is standing at the portal of 
Heaven. ; 

Follow us, the sacristan and the priest, down 
through the darks, winding stair. It is situated 
within the great piilar nearest to the apse on 
your left as you come up the nave. We are 
soon at the bottom. The light penetrating 
from the nave overbead and the lamps lit here 
enable us to discern everything distinctly. 
We pass by the little Chapel of St. Veronica, 
at the foot of the circular stairs, and enter a 
long passage straight before and leading to a 
semi-circular corridor around the Coapel of the 
Confession. Every portion of this wonderful 
underground church, or assemblage of ch 
18 filled with mosaics and frescoes. Here hun- 
dreds of Christian men and women perished, 
sacrificed to hatred of the faith, Yon- 
der to our left and outside the modern 
semi-circle corridor, is a iarge quad 
space filled with tae bones discovered 
during the excavations—the remains, m 
likely, of some, at least, of Nero’s victims, of 
those whom be clad in envelopes of pitch and 
bitumen and set on fire to light the games of 
bis circus and amuse the Roman populace, on 
whom the spectacies of the Coliseum tell dun 
and palling. One hundred and thirty-one 
Popes are buried here. It is therefore full of 
an awful and indescribable solemnity, this 
spot, where Nero’s feet trod in Christian biood, 
and he laughed at the fiendish devices of hig 
own inbumanity. t | 

Arrived at the circular corridor, we turn : 
our right and pass on our way two chapels 
considerable dimensions extending outward | 
right angles to our path. Just opposit these 
we ehter the Chapel of the Confessioh thro 
a much narrower passage. The gem-like al 
is just above the tomb. Shining as every por- 
tion of this beautiful shrine is with the costii- 
est marbles and the most exquisit ar 
adornments, I cannot now stop to desert 
He must have but little faith who, com!

mains, has an eye for outward things or a 
thought for anything but the Victim he is 
about to offer up on that altar, and for 
sacred dust of the two great witnesses to His 
name. From the great church overbead sub- 
dued noises reach you as if they were 
echoes of the great city outside, and the music 
of the church bells of Rome comes float in 
and dies away in faint murmurs at the gilded 
gratings of the crypt, where Canova’s kneeling 
statue of Pius VI. seems looking in on the 
tomb of the Aposties and praying unceasingly 
for the afflicted church. | 

With what fervor Leo XIII. comes down bere 
to pray—the living Pontiff—near the eloquent 
statue of the first of the line of these impris- 
oned Popes! When the long weary day, with 
its labors, its cares, and its anxieties, is over, 
the meek old man in white, so like one of Fra 
Angelica’s sainted figures, steals in the silence 
and solitude and gloom to lay before God on 
the tomb of the great parents of Rome the 
heavy burden of his responsibilities and his 
fears. And sometimes in the morning, when 
piety urges, or some more thorny care is press- 
ing on bis beart, Pope Leo comes to beseech 
the Master’s special inspiration near the re- 
mains of those who here taught His truth, 
here giorified His name, and bore Him such 
heroic witness. yen eS» 

To look on the face of the Pope, so careworn, 
so wasted with superbuman toil, one would 
think that such a man only needed the tender- 
est watching and nursing to keep the flame of 
life from going t. But he is equal to such 
fatigue as would incredible were I here 
to detail the labors of a single day, which to 
him are the labors of every day. 

But the fact is that Leo XII. is, above all 
things, aman of God and a man of prayer, 
and that bis intense earnestness and devotion 
in the discharge of his high office seem to lift 
him above bodily weakness. The beautiful

The Secret of One of the Writer's Weird 
Fancies—A Life’s Unhappy End — Haz. 
litt’s Hopeless Love Affair— The Beau- 
ties of Leigh Hunt's Character. 

Who is there among us who does not remem- 
ber bow in his youth he used to read the fasci- 
nating tale of the Ancient Mariner and the 
weird story of Christabel,“ thinking in his 
heart that Coleridge was really the greatest 
poet with whom he had made acquaintance, 
and wondering what sort of a man be might 
be? We wondered who the gentle lady was 
to whom he addressed the lines we read so 


often: 
Tis midnight, but small thoughts have I of sleep; 
Full seldom may my friend such vigils keep. 
Visit her, gentle sleep, with wings of bealing, 
And may this storm be but a mountain birth; 
May all the stars hang bright above her dwelling, 
Silent as though they watched the sleeping earth. 
With light heart may she rise, 
Gay fancy, cheerful eyes. 
Joy lift her spirit, joy attune her voice, 
To her may all things live from pole to pole. 
Their life the eddying of her living soul. 
O, simple spirit, guided trom above! 
Dear lady! friend devoutest of my choice, 
Thus mayst thou ever, evermore rejoice. 

I dia not know then that the riddle of those 
poems had never been solved, but thought 
others must know their meaning, and that if I 
studied them ciesely enough I, too, would 
fathom them at last. 80 Il soon grew to know 
the * Ancient Mariner by heart, and to this 
day the verses at times dance through my 
brain. I Still see the wedding guest as he is 
stopped by him of the skinny band” and bim 
of » che glittering eye; I catch a gleam of 
the wing of the albatross as through the fog it 
comes, and I still see clearly the bot and 
copper sky and “the bloody sun at noon.“ 
In visions of the night sometimes the old hor- 
ror comes back, as if 

The very deep did rot; O Christ! 
That ever this should be! 

Yea, slimy things did crawl with legs 
Upon the slimy sea. 

And often I find the greater borror of the 

foilowing verse in my mind: 
An orphan’s curse would drag to hell 
A spirit from on high; 
But O! more horrible than chat 
ls a curse in a dead man’s eye! 
Seven days, seven nights | saw that curse, 
And yet I could not die. g 

Opium was an unknown drug to me, and I 
had little conception of the “pains of sleep 
to its afflicted votaries. Had I known of them 
I might have attributed some of the fiendish 
imaginings of the poet to their influence, but it 
was long afterward that I knew how literal to 
poor Coleridge had been such sufferings as he 
describes. Many were the years of bis lite 
when the unfathomable hell within burned 
with such fierce fire as he alone bas described, 
and when the night's dismay saddened and 
stunned the coming day.“ 

Yet, spite of all theee sufferings, the fascina- 
tion of the drug was such that he never made 
a permanent escape from it. That he had a 
vivid and probably an unhealthy imagination 
from birth is probable, but it was, of course, 
much aided by opium. When but 6 years old, 
be tells us, he was so baunted by spectres 
whenever he was in the dark that he suffered 
untold tortures. He seems to haya been a 
sickly boy, fretful and passionate, and averse 
to any bodily exertion, not even carimg to play 
like otber children. A most unbappy child- 
hood he had, summed’ up in his owu words 
thus: 

Sensivility, imagination, vanity, sloth, and feel- 
ings of deep and bitter contempt for aimost all 
who traversed the orbit of my understanding were 
even then prominent and manifest. 

During this uncanny childhood he once 
seized a kniie and ran after his brother, and 
upon being stopped in his passionate assault 
by bis mother, ran away and slept out during a 
stormy night, giving himself great satisfaction 
in his cold and discomfort by the thought of 
how unhappy his mother must be. Hazlitt 
says: His mouth was gross, voluptuous, 
open, eloquent. He was very averse to activ- 
ity of any kind throughout bis life, had ap- 
parently no will-power and little resolution. His 
whole character was flabby, and bis great genius 
could not redeem it. His life proved a pain- 
ful failure, and in bis old age he was looked 
upon simply with pity by those who admired 
his talents most. As Carlyle sald: At 60 he 
gave you the idea of a life that had been full 
of sufferings; a lite heavy laden, haif-van- 
quisbed, still swimming painfully in seas of 
manifold physical and other bewilderment.” 

He was probably the most impassioned and 
eloquent talker of bis day, and every circle 
that be graced by his presence sat beiore bim 
insilent admiration. Those were his bappy 
hours. With his friends about bim, and with 
just enough of the potent drug to stimulate 
bim, he could spend che hours in discourse. 
Lamb and Wadsworth always sat silent at such 
times, and were fond of afranging e@pcasions 
for Coleridge totalk. Both remained loyal ad- 
mirers of their old friend to the last, although 
many people like Carlyle could find nothing 
but emptiness in him toward the close of his 
life. 

He was greatly worried at times about his 
son, Hartley Coleridge, who could not restrain 
his passion for wine; but even this grief, 
tangibie as it was, could not take hold of him as 
it would have done had it not been that he kept 
himself so constautly in his world of dreams. 
The close of his lite was spent io thy family of 
a friend—Mr. Gillman—where he was very 
tenderly cared for and spared all exertion. He 
lived in a sort of trance, from which it was 
at times difficult to rouse him, and even bis 
truest friend—Lamb—could not mourn for 
him when at last death came. 


WILLIAM HAZLITT. 


Among the little group of friends who 
have become so well known to the lettered 
world—Wordsworth, Coleridge, Lamp, Leigh 
Huot, Barry Cornwall, and others—was 
one less known in these days who 
occupied at the time, perhaps. as prominent a 
place as either—William Hazlitt. He iormed 
a life-long friendship with these men in their 
youth, and in spite of most exasperating faults 
was able to maintain it to the end. He was, 
perhaps, as gifted a man as any in the group, 
but be was far from being a man of like 
quality with the rest when the elements of 
character are taken into consideration. He 
was the son of a Unitarian minister in Kent, 
and was born in 1778; was for a short time at 
the Unitarian college, Hackney, but was main- 
ly educatea by hie father. He was abnormally 
precocious, and at 13 wrote essays which sound 
like Macaulay. He began early to live by litora- 
ture, and accomplished a great deal by the 
time he was 50, the date of his death, al- 
though ne would never write a single 
article until forced to it by necessity, 
He was married at the age of 30, but was di- 
vorced from his wife after living with ber for 
fourteen years. When 46 years old he the sec 
ond time essayed matrimony, but lived with 
his second wife only a year, and was even dur- 
ing that brief time feverish and most un- 
happy. 

He lived for atime when a young man in 
Milton's house, aud wrote in the very room 
where the blind poet dictated “ Paradise Lost. 
Later in lite he bad a way of retiring to a little 
public house called “The Hut.“ standing 
some miles from any other bouse on Winter- 
slow Heath, a barren place a few miles from 
Salisbury, whenever he had a piece of work of 
any importance to do, and there living in 
utter solitude until it was done. He sel- 
dom cose until after midday, and tnen sat 
drinking the strongest tea he could brew 
tor two or three hours. He tad when young 
ruined his stomach by the excessive use of 
stimulants, and in middle life did not dare to 
touch wine, but made up for his abstinence by 
the inordinate use of tea. This beverage is 
described by all the friends to whom it was 
ever offered as being a docided intoxicant, 
agreeable and even fascinating in its effects, 
Sut terribiy injurious to its devotee. He at 
one time fell so violentlyin love with the 
daughter of his lodging-bouse keeper that bis 
friends feared real insanity, and he was prob- 
ably on the verge of that terrible fate fora 
long time. He went to Scotland and divorced 
his wife, although be had a young son of whom 
he was very fond; but even this proceeding 
would not induce the object of his passion to 
smile upon bim, as be bad fancied it would do, 
and he was so violently jealous that the girl 
really feared for her life. His infatuation was 
most painful to benold. He could talk of noth- 
ing else, think of notbing else. 

Other stories are toid of bim which seem to 
show him to bave been nea, to the verge of 
insanity. Laughable anecdotes aré related of 
him by all his friends, as this by Tom Moore: 
“Kenny told me that Jobn Lamb (the brother 
of Charles) once knocked Hazlitt down for be- 
ing impertinent to him. Those who were pres- 
ent interfered and begged Hazlitt to shake 
hands and forgive Lamb. He said: Well, I 
don't care it Ido. I am a metapbysician and 
do not mind a blow—nothing but an idea hurts 
me. 

He bad a great deal of spasmodic energy, 
and would sometimes, he asserts, walk forty 
or fifty miles a day when in the country. When 
not moved by his prejudices he was an excel 
lent talker, and gentle. Charles Lam», who 
knew him so well, asserts that he was one of 
the wisest and finest spirits breathing when in a 
healthy state. 


LEIGH HUNT.

which rendered his old age more comfortable. 
He lived on into the eignties, and was called 
the most beautiful old man of his day.

THE WOMEN BEHAVED BEST. 


The Calm Courage and Sweet Unselfishness 
ofthe Suppressed Sex. 

New York Tribune: It is interesting and 
gartifying to observe that in nearly all the ac- 
counts of what happened on board the Oregon 
after the collision the first credit is given to 
the women passengers for coolness, bravery, 
and dignified behavior. The men in the first 
cabin are said to have come next in freedom 
from panic and in the repression of selfishness, 
but not all of them had -self-command enough 
to refrain from convulsive struggles to get in- 
to the boats, and not ali of them remembered 
at that exciting moment the courtesy habitual 
to them. The women, however, behaved nobly 
and, so faras can be ascertained, perfectly. 
Helpless and utterly dependent as they were, 


they made no trouble. got in nobody’s way. 


abstained trom all nervous collapse, did not add 
to the general distress by screaming or crying, 
implored no one to save them, but conformed 
toall the requirements of the situation as 
calmly and promptly as if they had been thor- 
oughiy used to shipwreck. 

In such critical junctures character is ex- 
hibited free from all disguise or varnish. The 
selfish peopie throw off all pretense of caring 
forany one but themselves. The brutal people 
push out of their Way all who impede their 
etforte to secure theirown safoty. The animal 
nature asserts itself with bideous candor at the 
supreme moment, and those who betray no 
littieness in passing through such ao ordeal 
are beyond doubt true metal. The women 
passengers of the Oregon were probably quite 
average specimens of their sex. There is no 
reason to regard them as exceptional. But 
they acted with a gentile, quiet self-abnegation 
beautifui to contempiate, and they did not ap- 
pear to have to put any compuision upon 
themselves to do this. The explanation of 
course is not farto seek. Women are asa rule 
far less selfisn than men; far more altruistic, 
to berrow a word from the evolutionary ter- 
minology. Their lives are spent in self-sacri- 
fice very frequently. They learn tothink more 
of others than themselves. And though eome 
pessimists have latterly broached the heretical 
assertion that modern social ways and educa- 
tional arrangements were gradually diminisu- 
ing the most attractive and lovely character- 
istic of woman, the case of the Oregon proves 
how idle such an apprehension really is, by dem- 
oustrating that in danger, in the face of death, 
the calm courage and sweet unselfisuness of 
the suppressed sex’’ put them as far above 
the tyrant man as they are, incontestably, in 
minor matters of tact and taste, grace and the 
amenities of life.

THE REPUBLIC’S SUBSTITUTE FOR THE 
: EMPIRE’S SPLENDOR. 


Victoria, Gladstone, and Bismarck Would 
Not Write Books—Montcailm’s Mad De- 
scendants in Court—A Son of the Czar 
and Dolgorouki-A Parisian 
Music and Art. 

Paris, March 56.—[Special Correspondence. | 
Clerical circles are discussing with much in- 
terest the approacting Papal jubilee. This is 
the fiftieth year since Leo XIII. entered the 
holy orders of the church, and it is intended to 
commemorate the event with some elaborate 
festivities. And why? Many other prelates 
have served the chureh fifty years without a 
celebration. It is not as if Leo had been Pope 
for fifty years. Indeed, he has only been Pope 
some eight years, and his reign bas been a 
singuiarly dull and uneventful one. Why, 
then, a jubilee? The scoffers of the world say 
it is to raise the wind; in other words, that 
Peter's pence bas not of late been as plentiful 


as the Pope would like, and the jubilee is to be | 


gotten up to stimulate the Pa pal revenue. An- 
other feature of the event also looks in this 
diréction. It is said that bis Holiness is writ- 
ing an elaborate autobiograpby, which will 
soon be published by an enterprising subscrip- 
tion-book firm. It will be published simulita- 
neously in all the countries of the world, and in 
twenty different languages. Ali the profits 
derived from the sales will be turned into the 
treasury of the church, and it is expected 
that some millions of dollars will thus be real- 
izede The story goes that this scheme bad its 
origin in the brain of a New York publisher. 
Inspired by the great success of Mr. Blaine’s 


book, and the still greater success of Gen. 
Grant's book, he came to Europe to secure an- 
other illustrious author. He applied first to 
Queen Victoria, and sbe listened to bim Fra- 
ciously. Her Jove of money indeed would 
have impelled ber to strike a bargain with 
him, only she bas already given several books 
to the world, and she told him frankly that 
anytbing. new she could write would be a mere 
revamping of old matter. Mr. Gladstone was 
the next one tried, but he deciined rather 
brusquely, saying he could not possibly spare 
the time to writea book. Mr. Parnell also waa 
approached. He intima that he might in 
future write a book, but not now. And 
why? Because the most important part 
of his career was yet to come! In 
France there was not a person of 
sufficient importance for the publisher 
to seek out, save the ex-Empress 
Eugénie. She is indeed preparing ber auto- 
biography. But she had already made all ar- 
raogements for publishing it. And if she had 
not, she would not have wanted to be adver- 
tised all over the world like a star actress. 
From Paris the puvlisber went to Berlin. The 
Emperor was too oid and feeble to write a 
book, and; of course, would not listen to any 
such proposition. But an offer was made to 
Prince Bismarck of a tee of $250,000 cash if 
‘be would write a history of bis career. But he 
dismissed the offer with some grim pleasant- 
ries. The publisher was now in despair. There 
was no other b g enough game in Europe, he 
thougbt. So he went down to Monte Carlo and 
Nice for a holiday, intending soon to return 
dome. While on the Riviera be met a prom- 
inent dignatary of the Catholic Church in 
America whom he knew weil. To bim he told 
the story of his fruitiess mission. ** But why.“ 
demanded the prelate, have you neglected 
the biggest game of all? Why have you bunt- 
ed foxes where there is a lion in the forest 
“What do you mean?” “I mean the 
Holy Father.“ And what ofhim?” Wat 
of him? Numbskull! Why don't you get 
him to write a book for you?” Impossible!“ 
“Impossible? Nonsense! Every faittful 
Catholic in the worid will wantacopy, whether 
he can read it or not. It wilinet you millions 
of dollars. And it will be a goo thing for the 
Mother Church. Come, why not? I will my- 
self take you to the Vatican and present you.“ 


They went. His Holiness was pleased with the 


idea, and a bargain was soon made. There 
will be no trouble over the copyright of that 
book,” said a Bishop of the church to me to- 
day. The Holy Facher will simply issue a 
bull of excommunication against any and 
every one wo prints or sells or owns or reads 
a pirated edition. That will be enough copy- 
right.“ But will the Pope actually write the 
book bimself? Iasked. Tes, the bulk of it, 
at any rate. A few chapters relating to routine 
matters of church history will be prepared by 
certain Cardinals, but Leo XIII. will revise 
them all personally.“ 

Not the least interesting fact to de com- 
memorated in the Pape! jubilee is the increased 
importanceof the Vatican in dip'omatic af- 
fairs. Shorn of all temporal power, the Pope 
yet exercises a greater influence in European 
politics than ever since the French Revolution. 
He wes chosen as the mediator between Spain 
and Germany in the Caroline Islands affair; he 


has received overtures from China for diplo- 


matic relations; it is an open secret that there 
isa private understanding between bim and 
Mr. Gladstone, us is seen by the latter's ap- 
pointment of so many Catholics to Cabinet 
offices and otber high positions; and finally he 
has struck an alliance with Bismarck, once his 
bitterest toe, by which the Chancellor repeals 
the anti-Papai laws of Germany and in return 
is decorated by the Pope with the famous Or- 
der of Coriet. This order, one of the most im- 
portant in Europe, was founded in 1318 under 
Pope John XXII., who lived at Avignon. Its 
members were placed under Benedictine vows 
of poverty, chastity, obedience, and com- 
munal life. Imagine Mismarck assuming 
such vows! Of course he has not done 
so. A convenient order absolves mem- 
bers from these obligations on condition that 
they devote a portion of their fortune to the 
good of the church. Moreover, Bismarck has 
been made merely an honorary member, as 
Napoleon Bonaparte also was in 1805. 

insignia of the order is a very costly jewel, 
worth, 1 am told, nearly $50,000. Bismarck 
seems to take a pride in displaying it, preferring 
it to almost all the other decorations he is eu- 
titled to wear. But is it indeed this valuable 
baubie that he displays so freely in Parlament. 
on the street, everywhere? Ab, no! Like the 
actress’ geris, itis a counterfeit. The jewels 
are paste and the gold is plated. The real. 
original insignia is safely locked away ina 
safe vault. Of course, this is not an unusual 
practice. It is well known that the Crown 
jewels of France were ail duplicated, and the 
same may be safd of those of England, includ- 
ing even the famous Kohinoor. The real gems 
are not seen in public once in a score of years. 

Doubtless the name of Montcalm is remem- 
bered in America. I mean the illustrious Mar- 
quis wo fell at Quebec simultaneously with 
his opponent, Wolfe. There has just been set- 
tled here a will case that will be of interest. 
Let me rehearse it from the beginning. In 1846 
one Gabrielie de Montcalm was married to her 
cousin, the Marquis de Montcalm, both of them 
being great-grandchildren of the soldier of 
Quebec. This lady bad a fortune of more than 
$300.000, but a few years after ber marriage 
she became insane, and died ultimately in an 
asylum. Her brother bad previously lost his 
mind also, but beis still living. While Mme, 
Gabrielle de Montcalm was still alive, but con- 
fined in the mad-house, she made two wills. 
The first was in 1857. By it sbe gave ber hus- 
band only $30,000. The second was a year 
later. By it sbe gave him. all her fortune, 
merely asking him not to forget certain of her 
relatives, whom she named. It was in 1882 
that she died. Immediately the guardian of 
her crazy brother brought suit to have 
both the wills set aside as void. On 
what ground? Of course ou the ground that 
she was mad and therefore incompetent to 
make a will. What would be the result of this? 
The wills once set aside, all her property would 
go to her relatives, and her busband not get a 
cent. Her brother being ber nearest relative 
would get moat of it, and he belng a maaman 
his guardian would have the spending of it. 
Naturally, the guardian was prompt to bring 
the suit and energetic in pressing it. The trial 
lasted a long time, and all sorts of testimony 
was brought in by both parties. It was estab- 
lished beyond question that she was insane, 
and had to be kept in restraint. Nevertheless 
it was shown, principally by the letters she 
wrote to her husband, that on many subjects 
her mind was perfectly lucid. Asa result the 
court has finally decided that she was compe- 
tent to make a Will, and that the latter of the 
two documents, giving all her property to her 
husband, is valid and must be enforced. 

The growth of German musical ideas in 
France is again exemplified. It is by a mere 
trifle, it is true; but it is an important trifle. 
The Song of the Beli” is a semi-operatic 
work just brought out. It is not based upon 
Schiller’s famous poem, in any sense, but it 
was probably suggested by it. The author, 
both composer and libretto writer, is one M. 
D’ Indy, whose name is probably unknown out- 
side of France. Indeed, he is little known 
bere. But he bids fair to become famous 
through this work, for which the City of Paris 
bas awarded bim a prize. There is no plot to 
the work. It represents a dying beil-founder 
reviewing the events of his career. Among 
them are his baptism as a child, his love mak- 
ing as a youth, the widowhood of his mother, 
his success in bis chosen calling, the bonors 
heaped upon him, the saving of his native town 
from destruction by fre. Each of these calis 
for art elaborate tableau, and each is accom. 
panied by the sound of bells suited to the oc- 
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| casion. The orobestration of the accompant 
ment is sim marvelous. Such effects are 
seldom remind one of Berlioz’s 
‘*Damnation of Faust.” Indeed, M. D’Indy 
is a close student of Berlioz. Still more, how- 
ever, does the work remind one of Wagner. 
There is the same style of counterpoint, the 
same lvitmotifs, the same orchestral effects. 
The tableaux, too, remind one much of Wag- 
ner’s, especially those in “ Der Meistersinger. 

There are two important vocal parts in it. 
They were taken by Mme. Brunet-Lafieur and 
M. Vandyck, who are in training for leading. 
réles in Lohengrin” When that opera shall be 
produced here. The orchestra, also, was con- 
ducted by M. Lamoreux, the champion of Wag- 
ner. It is now binted, by the war, that no 
„less a personage than M. Gounod is concerned 
in the anti Wagnerian cabal. It is said that he 
wants to remain the musical idol of Paris, and 
fears that Lohengrin,“ if once beard here, 
wiil displace Faust in popular favor. It is 
difficult to believe that he can yield to such 
motives. Yet such ire does now and then 
dwell in minds divine, 80 Virgil told us, any- 
way.

THE BRIMSTONE MILLIONAIRE. 


Career of Henry B. Courtney, the Inventor 
of the Parlor Match. 

Wilmington (Del.) Letter to New York Sun: 
Henry Bell Courtney, the milllonaire match- 
maker, who died the 12th inst., furnished pien- 
ty of material during his lifetime to tickle the 
palates of gossipers and scandal-mongers. He 
was one of the best-known men in Wilmington 
for over thirty years, and the value of bis pos- 
sessions at the time of his death is said to run 
up as bigh as six ciphers—some say as high as 
$5,000,000. He owned mucd real estate and a 
large interest in the match business. He took 
no part in politics, public improvements, or 
anything else, except the mixing of the myste- 
rious compound which, placed on the ends of 
small slivers of wood, form parlor matches and 
the pasis for his wealth, the driving of a pair 
of cream-colored horses, and a social chat 
with convivial companions at the alehouse. 
He found much enjoyment io alittle, and there 
were two or three favorit haunts in the city 
where he could be found at almost any hour of 


the day or night. Socially be had no standing 
whatever. For many years he lived in an un- 
pretentious three-story house a short distance 
back from the banks of the Brandywine, and 
there be died. 

Back in the fifties a man named Smith, con- 
sidered by many as heing an eccentric, was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of matches ina small 
way. Knowing nothing about the business he 
wrote to Beil, then the leading maten manu- 
facturer of London, to send bim a man to help 
bim. Beil’s son cameto this country in re- 
sponse to the request, but he proved to 
de a harum-scarum fellow, and soon 
went back to the old country, sending 
here in his stead young Henry B. 
Courtney, who arrived in 1853. Courtner was 
a good workman, and soon got the concern on 
a paying basis. The following year he invent- 
ed the process which has made the Courtney 
parior matches famous. At least ne has al- 
ways had the reputauon of inventing it. Some 
say the tormula, which Courtney kept as bis 
own secret for so many years, was really sold 
by Smith to Tatnali and Courtney found it 
among the papers. Be that as it may, Court- 
ney was the master of the situation, and com- 
manded an immense salary. 

In 1880 the Diamond Match Company was or- 
ganized, and a nymber ot smaller establish- 
ments in this country and Canada were gath- 
ered under contro! of the firm.which became a 
gigantic monopoly. The greater portion of the 
internal revenue paid the Government by 
matchmakers came from the Diamond State 
Company, its share bemg more than a million 
dollars per annum. The monopoly was 
strengthened by the Goverament ailowms a 
rebate upon all revenue stamps bought by the 
matchmakers. The quantity purchased by the 
Diamond State Company was so enormous that 
their rebates actualiy amounted to a profit on 
the stamps themselves, in addition to the 
matches. The smaller concerns suffered ac- 
cordingly. About three years ago, alter a 
hard fight, in which Secretary Bayard, then 
Senator, was the champion of the Wilming- 
ton match firm, the match tax was taken 
off, and the match consumers were greatly 
benefited. 

Courtney did nothing eise but prepare the 
compound for the match heads. The fumes 
from the mixture and his dissipated habits 
brought on consumption, from whicb he died, 
aged 65 years. It was oiten wondered why be 
remained in the firm, which was composed of 
gentlemen of refinement, while he was coarse 
and purely animal in his instincts. His secret 
kept him where he was, for without his knowl- 
edge the occupation of the firm would be gone. 
Even though he shouid have imparted it to an- 
other and gone elsewhere, there would have 
been a division of business. He retained his 
grip to the end. Shortly before dying, it is 
said, he imparted his secret to bis son, Mr. 
Swift, and one or two others employed by the 
company. 

Courtney left a wife and ten children—five 
boys and five girls. In 1866 be was arrested for 
bigamy, but at the hearing it was shown that 
one of the two women with whom he was living 
and raising children bad no marriage certifi- 
cate. The charge was thereupon dropped, but 
the woman was obliged to give security that 
her children would not become a charge upon 
the county. Courtney went her security 
and the woman left the city. About that time 
Courtney was expelled from the Odd-Fellows 
for conduct unbecoming a brother.“ The 
scandal was forgotten, or at least seldom re- 
ferred to, and Courtney kept on making money 
—and spending it. He spent comparatively 
little, however, iu dissipation, although gener- 
ous and a bail fellow well met. He bought real 
estate, principally cheap houses in the neigh- 
borhood of his own home.
